MARES. TO BE SURE. 
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Imost all new divers coming into our 

sport are eager to prove to them- 
self, and to their friends, that they are 
good divers — that they measure up to 
the highest standards of the sport. Quite 
often they will seek ways to test their met- 
tle — perhaps some sort of underwater 
competition or accomplishment that will 
prove beyond a doubt their personal abil- 
ity and skill for diving. 

In the early days of skin diving, aman 
proved his worth by the size and number 
of fish he speared. Look back through 
the old-time pages of skin diving maga- 
zines printed in the 50’s and you'll find 
many photographs depicting beaming 
divers holding up strings of dead fish. 

Breath holding and prolonged free div- 
ing were other early day measures of 
dive skill. They went hand in hand with 
spearfishing and many a practitioner 
spent hours clinging to the bottom of a 
swimming pool ladder in an effort to im- 
prove his breath holding endurance. 
That was until the medical people blew 
the whistle and showed us how hyper- 
ventilation and overextension could easi- 
ly result (and often did) in underwater 
blackout. 

An equally insane yardstick of the hero 
diver is deep diving with compressed air. 
An astonishing number of misguided 
people have met with tragic endings dur- 
ing scuba dives to 270, 300, and even 
320 feet! In the eyes of most veteran div- 
ers and instructors, these deep diving 
fatalities were senseless, needless af- 
fairs because depth is certainly no meas- 
ure of a person’s diving ability. 

If it is not fish speared or depth dived, 
what then is the criteria for judging a per- 
son as agood diver? Or, more important, 
how do you spot a bad diver? 

The qualities and characteristics 
which help to make a good diver are gen- 
erally more subtle than a string of fish and 
one has to be a sharp observer to spot 
them. For example, it is not the magni- 
tude of divers’ sea stories nor the high 
grade on a final scuba course exam that 
proves an ability to dive. Instead, it is the 
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HOW DO YOU

divers’ actions in and around the water 
that provide the clues: How they prepare 
for a dive, how they conduct themselves 
underwater, and how they avoid acci- 
dent situations. Here are a few of the 
signs to look for: 

Physical condition — Good divers 
keep in good physical condition so that 
they can enjoy their dives and avoid 
panic situations. If they plan to make an 
unusually strenuous dive or go on a 
lengthy dive vacation, they prepare by 
working out at the pool prior to the trip. 
Good divers also know when to quit for 
the day. They know the limit of their own 
physical endurance and will not push 
themselves beyond this limit, regardless 
of how good the diving may be that par- 
ticular day. 

Proper equipment — Good divers 
show up for a dive properly equipped for 
that specific dive. If it happens to be a 
Cave dive, then they have the special 
tools for the job — such as a safety line 
and reel, underwater lights, and pony 
bottle. There are a few basic pieces of 
dive gear that indicate the mark of a good 
diver: a submersible pressure gauge, a 
buoyancy compensator, a reliable depth 
gauge, and an octopus rig. 

Good divers also maintain and repair 
their equipment on a regular basis: 
Washing it at the end of a day’s diving 
and doing a pre-check of all their gear at 
least two days prior to the next dive. This 
provides sufficient time to repair or re- 
place damaged equipment. 

Underwater orientation — Good div- 
ers know exactly where they are during 
every moment of their dives, taking care- 
ful mental notes of underwater land- 
marks, current direction and velocity, 
and the time spent. They can always find 
their way back to the boat or beach and 
seldom surface more than 50 yards from 
their mark. Good divers also keep a Careful 
check on tank pressure and turn around 
before the air is half gone. Their goal for 
every dive Is to return to the boat or 
beach with at least 300 psi remaining in 
the tank.

Buddy contact — “Never dive alone’ 
is the cardinal rule of diving, but there is 
much more to the buddy system than 
being in the same ocean with another 
diver. Good divers maintain continuous 
contact with their buddies throughout the 
dive, either by visual or audio means. In 
some cases they have pre-arranged ren- 
dezvous points underwater, such as 
meeting a partner at the bottom of the 
anchor line before starting off across the 
ocean floor. Most important, good divers 
have a definite plan of action in the event 
that they should become separated from 
their partners. 

Awareness — Good divers develop a 
“sixth sense” about impending trouble. 
They do this by maintaining a constant 
vigilance on those environmental factors 
which can contribute to a bad scene, for 
example: increasing surf, increasing Cur- 
rent, signs of fatigue in a dive buddy, 
heavy surge, a bad surface chop, or the 
onslaught of nitrogen narcosis. Good 
divers, like good chess players, think 
ahead and when recognizing the signs of 
a problem, will generally avoid the situa- 
tion by aborting the dive. 

Pre-dive judgment — Knowing when 
not to dive is just as important as knowing 
how to dive. Good divers evaluate the 
dive site and water conditions long be- 
fore making an entry. If the situation ap- 
pears too hazardous because of storm 
surf, bad surge, or other weather condi- 
tions, they abort the dive. The same 
holds true for their personal condition. If 
they discover they have a bad cold, 
clogged sinuses, or just don’t feel quite 
right, then they cancel out rather than 
burdening fellow divers with the possibil- 
ity of a rescue problem. 

Final definition — If you had to sum it 
up in one sentence, | think the definition 
might be: “A good diver is a careful div- 
er.” One who avoids trouble rather than 
one who is always struggling out of a 
tight squeeze. The next time you're out 
on a dive, take a look around you and see 
if you can pick out the good divers. Better 
yet, check yourself out on this test. >»

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perfectly accurate depth gauge, 

read correctly, does not necessarily 
make a safe dive. A dive demanding 
decompression can be a safe dive only 
if the diver knows how to read and to fol- 
low decompression table schedules. 
And, divers must keep in mind, all dives 
demand decompression. |n some dives 
decompression is nothing more than the 
proper rate of ascent to the surface. But 
the safety in the tables, whether using 
them as no decompression tables or to 
program a decompression schedule, is 
predicated on the diver following the 
proper rate of ascent (decompression). 
An accurate depth gauge and an under- 
water watch make following prescribed 
rate of ascent more accurate and the 
dive safer. 

Decompression tables in use by 
almost all American sport divers are the 
U.S. Navy repetitive dive tables. These 
are not necessarily the shortest tables, 
nor the longest, nor even the best. They 
are simply a happy medium of decom- 
pression time vs. bottom depth and work 
time developed for the average Navy 
diver who is, usually, in better physical 
condition, younger, and better trained 
than his sport diver counterpart. But, 
even Navy divers get bent when using 
these tables. Sport divers should be 
even more cautious. 

Technifacts has no objection to the 
Navy's repetitive dive tables. They are 
probably the most suitable for sport div- 
ing and a great deal of the commercial 
diving done today. There is, however, a 
desperate need for standardization of 
the repetitive dive tables; in presentation, 
in nomenclature of the various parts of 
the tables, and, most critical of all, stand- 
ardization in teaching. | have listened to 
instructors explaining the use of decom- 
pression tables and, if they had followed 
their own instructions, they would have 
been bent seriously.

IN COMMERCIAL DIVING 
HOW DEEP IS DEEP? 

Ocean Industry reported that there 
was a steady growth for the diving serv- 
ice industries (underwater inspection, 
maintenance and repair) in 1981 and that 
there was a growing emphasis on project 
management teams to handle all aspects 
of a repair operation. The magazine also 
reports that working dives to 2000 feet of 
sea water (fsw) are routine. Other 
industry publications feel routine dives 
are those to depths of 650 to 700 feet but 
that commercial dives can be made 
safely to depths of 1700 to 2000 feet. 

Many of the problems confronting 
sport divers are those which the com- 
mercial diving industry must also over- 
come: Hypothermia; work in strong cur- 
rents; lack of visibility; poorly designed 
tools and equipment; and, just as critical 
as in sport diving safety, poor training 
and lack of qualification of personnel for 
specific jobs. Rising costs are also a 
problem in commercial diving. It proba- 
bly costs a sport diver about $1,500 to 
equip himself for the open sea. To put a 
saturation dive team on the bottom, keep 
it alive, and bring it back to the surface 
from a depth of 300 feet or more requires 
an outlay of over one million in equip- 
ment and perhaps $25,000 per day oper- 
ating expense (the actual amount 
depending on depth and number of 
people required to accomplish the 
mission). 


DIVEBOAT FENDERS 

Commercial dive boats sometimes 
have problems finding fenders made of 
heavy enough material. An inexpensive 
solution for extremely heavy duty fenders 
is to use old, discarded oil cargo hoses. 
Hoses come in many sizes and 
weights. For small, wooden hulled boats 
a good fender can be made from hoses 
in the four inch diameter range. For larger 
(45 to 80 foot) steel hulled boats, hoses 
12 and 16 inches in diameter offer excel- 
lent protection from other ships, barges 

or piers. | 
To use the hoses it is necessary to take 
a couple of precautions and to slightly 
modify them. Most have been used for 
pumping hydrocarbon products such as 
crude oil, bunker stock, or lighter mate- 
rial such as diesel, jet fuel or gasoline.

remain in the hose and it will be neces- 
sary to steam clean it before use. 

Modify a hose by first cutting off the 
steel flanges and the pipe nipple. Most 
hoses have wire windings inside for 
strength and sometimes for rigidity. The 
rubber part can be cut with a hack saw 
(in the smaller sizes) or with a heavier 
duty saw. It may be necessary to cut the 
reinforcing wire with a cutting torch. 

When the hoses have been cut to the 
appropriate length, cut holes in them 
through which chains can be rove so they 
can be suspended over the side of the 
boat. Fenders made and used in this 
fashion are almost indestructible. 

Old hoses are usually available from 
refineries, ship loading piers, cargo han- 
dling companies and other companies 
that pump bulk liquid cargoes.

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Wir the large numbers of coronary 
bypass operations being done 
every year, we all Know someone who 
has had this operation. Divers are not 
exempt from problems with arteries to 
the heart. Richard Stabe of Naples, New 
York and Leon Singer of Fairlawn, New 
Jersey, asked about diving following 
recovery from this surgery. As usual, the 
answer is not a simple yes or no but 
depends on a variety of individual 
differences. Let's try to get some insight 
into the problem, then decide on an 
answer. To start, let's discuss the 
disease that leads to the surgery. 

The heart is nothing more than a-mus- 
cle which was specially designed to 
pump blood through the body. The 
model hasn't been changed for thou- 
sands and perhaps millions of years, 
but all in all it works well — often for 
80-90 years. Sometimes it needs 
repairs, but very, very rarely ever gets 
replaced. Now and then a valve gets 
replaced and more frequently, an artery 
gets bypassed or reopened. 

The disease which causes a clogged 
artery is atherosclerosis. It results in 
narrowed segments of the arteries 
which supply nutrients and oxygen to 
the heart muscle. If one of these arteries 
is blocked even for a few minutes, the 
muscle stops working properly; and if 
the blockage lasts for 30 or 40 minutes, 
there is permanent damage to the mus- 
cle and part of its function is lost. 

We can consider the problem of 
blocked arteries and bypass surgery 
together, and we should add another 
procedure called angioplasty where the 
blocked artery is opened from the inside 
by inflating a tiny sausage-shaped bal- 
loon passed into the artery. 

Commonly, partial blockage of an 
artery to the heart will not cause any 
problem until you try to exercise and the 
heart has to work harder. When a partial 
blockage is present, oxygen carried by

the blood cannot be delivered to the 
heart muscle in adequate quantities. 
This.reduced delivery of oxygen causes 
several problems. First, it can produce 
chest pain which is an important warning 
sign that the heart is starving for oxy- 
gen. Second, it can produce abnormal 
or irregular heart beats, which some- 
times can lead to the heart stopping. 
When the heart stops, survival depends 
on the quick action of other people who 
can provide CPR. 

Since the most important problem in 
diving with coronary artery disease is 
exercise that causes the heart muscle to 
be starved for oxygen, we can test a 
prospective diver during exercise to see 
if he or she can withstand the necessary 
physical exertion. We like to produce 
excess stress to be certain the patient 
can handle an occasional extreme 
load. Whether you have coronary artery 
disease treated with medicine or surgi- 
cal bypass or if you have had the angio- 
plasty procedure, the question which 
must be answered is whether your heart 
gets enough blood flow when you 
exercise. 

Sometimes there are too many 
blocked arteries to bypass all of them. 
Many times all the blockages are 
bypassed or opened with angioplasty, 
and there are no measurable limitations 
on your heart. The answer can be deter- 
mined by careful analysis of the number 
of blocked arteries seen on X-rays, the 
number which were repaired, and your 
measured response to exercise. Putting 
all of this information together, an 
answer can be provided concerning a 
return to diving. 

Following coronary bypass surgery, 
even with all the arteries repaired, an 
exercise program should be followed 
to improve your exercise tolerance. 
Restoring good physical condition is a 
must for diving following any illness. 

One other aspect of coronary bypass 
surgery should also be mentioned. Scar 
tissue resulting from any surgery is 
probably more prone to bends than nor- 
mal tissue. If you are cleared for diving 
after the tests are done, it is important 
that you follow proper decompression 
procedures. Always dive within the no 
decompression limits and shorten the 
no decompression dive times by five 
minutes at all depths. 

We would recommend going back to 
diving or beginning a scuba course 
after coronary bypass surgery only if 
your exercise Capacity is completely 
normal, there is no evidence of inade- 
quate blood flow to the heart during 
exercise, there are no serious problems 
with abnormal heart rhythm, and you are

TANK CORROSION REPORT 


A report entitled Corrosion of Steel and 
Aluminum Scuba Tanks (publication 
number P 769) is available from the Uni- 
versity of Rhode Island Marine Advisory 
Service. The report contains a detailed 
summary of scuba tank corrosion studies 
conducted between 1970 and 1977 by 
the URI Scuba Safety Group. These tests 
examined the corrosion potential of steel 
tanks versus aluminum alloy (6351-T6) 
tanks.

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ost people are so used to com- 

municating with either the written or 
spoken word that they rarely develop a 
proficiency in other forms of expression.

My buddy, polespear 
in hand, swam slowly ahead. | followed 
some ten feet behind, trying to observe 
his technique while staying out of the 
way and not spooking the quarry. 

We had reached the middle of a small 
clearing in the kelp when he stopped, 
made eye contact with me and pointed 
off to the right. | looked in that direction 
but saw nothing. Shrugging my shoul- 

ders, | tried to look puzzled behind my 


mask and regulator. Once again, he 


pointed off to the right. The message 


was clear to me: Swim over there. Off | 
went, fins churning. | had swum about 
15 feet when something grabbed my 
leg, bringing me to an abrupt hault. |t 
was my buddy, with another signal. This 
time his meaning was unmistakable. The 
violent shaking of his head from side to 
side meant NO! Holding me firmly, he 
pointed off in the distance again. Hang- 
ing there in mid-water watching us were

“It's one of the last ways that man can 
make a living in a frontier way,’ says one 
diver.

It's a business beset with variables: 
while the average executive can sit in an 
o}iiler-muelelietiale mele aialemes}(elsae)’mnel-\\Z-mr- (ale 
still make a living, the abalone diver may 
Nave to stay away from work when seas 
are wicked. The abalone diver also has 
to invest heavily in himself — in expen- 
sive boats, compressors and air hoses, 








high-priced diesel fuel, thick wetsuits, 
and hard-to-get commercial licenses. 
And, there is a tender to pay — someone 
to help him while he dives. The harvest 
of abalone itself isn't guaranteed either, 
because abalone beds change from 
year to year, and they are becoming 
scarcer off California. 

The commercial divers themselves 
admit that the chief reason for the de- 
oiliatomelmial=m-ley-l(e)al-mismeaiomi-leel-malelanle\-16— 
of the shellfish that have been taken 
over the years by their own people. The 
California Fish and Game department 
has restricted the number of commer- 
cial licenses they grant, but no one 
knows how much damage has been 
done and exactly what measures it will 
now take to turn the situation around. 
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some of the ab divers are trying to re- 
plant abalone beds that have provided 
previous harvests. 

Win Swint and Lad Handelman are 
_two commercial divers working out of 
the Santa Barbara harbor who have 
achieved reasonable success in the 
_profession. Handelman was an abalone 
fisherman 20 years ago, before he 
_ started Oceaneering International, and 
he returned to the local abalone diving 
arena when he left Oceaneering in 1979 
to form another offshore diving com- 
pany. Swint has been diving abalone for 
almost as long as Handelman stayed 
_away from it and for the past ten years he 
has been experimenting with the grow- 
ing of spat Varval abalone) in fish tanks 
in his living room and in offshore habi- 
tats. 

Under the auspices of the Depart- 
ment of Fish and Game and the Cali- 
fornia Abalone Association, Swint and 
Handelman obtained leases to a num- 
ber of barren reef areas at Santa Cruz, 
San Miguel and San Nicholas Islands 
and then, under the masthead of Cali- 
fornia Sea Farms and using reseeding 
methods formulated by Swint, they 
began planting red abalone — the 
species most desired by commercial 
divers and their buyers. 

“The idea is not so much to put down 
the abalone and return to get those 
same abalone iater on, Handelman 
said. But its to place a population of 
breeding animals in a protected en- 
vironment where they can reseed them- 
selves. He explained that when the 
_abalone reaches about two inches in 
length it begins to spawn, sending mil- 
lions upon millions of its seed into the 
ocean currents. In six to ten days, the 
spawn will drift for miles from its release 
site, and the hope of the planters is thal 
some percentage of the spawn will 
develop into whole new populations. 
"We believe in the future of the fe- 
source, said Handelman, and were 
trying to help make it happen.” 

The 1980 abalone harvest is reported 
by Fish and Game at 1.4 million pounds, 
compared to an average of four million 
pounds per year through the 1960's, and 
to many that means the future of the re- 
_ source Handelman speaks of is in seri- 
ous trouble. “There was not a reason- 
able management program until just 
recently, said Handelman. For years 
there were 500 or more commercial 
divers operating up and down the Cali- 
fornia coast, as compared to, say, Aus- 
tralia, where there is one diver per 200 
miles. loday, there are about 150-1/5 
commercial licenses granted by the Fish 
and Game, but this cutback didnt come 
soon enough.

More than 75 percent of Californias 
commercial diving fleet is located in 
Santa Barbara, which is 90 miles north 
of Los Angeles. Figures indicate a total 
of perhaps 20 commercial boats work- 
ing out of San Diego, Half Moon Bay, 
Catalina Island, Ventura and Morro Bay. 
By contrast, Santa Barbara has more 
than 100 commercial diving boats. A 
good deal of abalone mariculture news 
comes from Santa Barbara, where div- 
ers work with marine biologists on tech- 
niques for massive abalone planting. 

Local seafood processors in Santa 
Barbara are presently providing shells 
to a UCSB Mariculture Foundation 
project which involves mixing larval 
abalone with ground-up abalone shelis. 
The microscopic animals readily attach 
themselves to the shell particles, and

Felony conspiracy charges were 
filed in March in Santa Barbara 
Superior Court against 13 persons 
accused of participating in a state- 
wide conspiracy to market abalone 
illegally taken from Northern Califor- 
nia ocean waters. [he traceabie loss 
of abalone to the state in the area 
was valued at more than $231,000 
by DFG investigators. But a DFG 
Marine Patrol Inspector said the 
present case, large as it is, may be 
only the tip of an iceberg in a con- 
spiracy that could involve hundreds 
of thousands of pounds of abalone 
vaiued in the millions of dollars. 

Two major investigations marked 
the year-long case, one a covert 
operation to determine who was tak- 
ing abaione illegally and where and 
how they were being marketed. [his 
operation also involved agents from 
the National Marine Fisheries Serv- 
ice, the Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco 
and Firearms: the Mendocino 
County Sheriif's Office and the Cali- 
fornia Department of Justice. 

Other charges filed in the case 
involve various violations of the Fish 
and Game regulations, including 
failure to file records with the depart- 
ment and avoidance of fish taxes. 


the idea is that the entire swill of micro- 
scopic living abalone, sea water and 
shells can be simply tossed overboard 
in a suitable site at the offshore islands. 
The abalone, weighted by the shells, 
would conceivably drop to the bottom 
and begin to grow. 

Meanwhile, Handelman and Swint 
have formed another organization called 
Save Our Shellfish, which is working to 
head off what they consider anotner 
potential disaster: the arrival of the sea 


otter to the Channel islands. Sea olters 
eal a variety of sealoods, including aba- 
lone. With this in mind, Handeiman says, 
“lf the sea otters are allowed in this 
area, our replanting program would be 
like growing corn for the crows. 

5.0.5. advocates a state zonal man- 
agement program for the sea otter, 
which would remove control from the 
federal government as established 
under the Marine Mammal Protection ~ 
Act of 1972. Because the state has juris- 
diction within the three-mile limit, it could 
more accurately manage the sea otter/ 
shellfish conflict, according to $.O.3. 

Conservationist groups — Friends of 
the Sea Otters in particular — oppose 
the efforts of S.O.'S. in relation to the 
otter. The Friends have been trying to 
organize a transplanting of otters to San 
Nicholas island, and Margaret Owings, 
founder of the otter group, says that San 
Nicholas is the only spot she knows of in 
California that can take a transplanted 
population of otters because it is a site 
“unthreatened by oil spills or gill nets. 

S.0.S. maintains that San Nicholas is 
the gateway {to all of the Channel 
Islands, and that the transplanting of 
otters to that particulat spot is not rea- 
sonable management of either species. 
“If the otters are transplanted to San 
Nicholas, says Handeiman, thats it — 
that would be the end of the shelifishing 
industry in this area. The shellfish/otter 
controversy has many more arguments 
on both sides, and the final oulcome of 
the conflict is still a long way off. 

Theres another fly in the abalone 
soup which assumed drastic propor- 
tions at the end of last year in Santa 
Barbara: poaching. [he Santa Barbara 
divers, familiar with the abalone beds of 
the Channel Islands, say they know 
which beds have legal sized abs and 
which do not, and that theyre finding 
entire beds of undersized abs ripped 
off. “Sometimes youll see dozens of 
shells, shucked topside and thrown 
overboard, said Jim Colomy, a com- 
mercial diver and partner in a seafood 
processing firm. The illegal abalone is 
being sold to restaurants up and down 
the California coast, say both divers and 
processors. (See sidebar. Abalone 
Poaches Caught.) 

High prices make poaching altrac- 
tive. In 1975 a diver received $30 to $40 
for one dozen red abalone: today he 
receives anywhere from $100 to $150, 
and the wholesale price of abalone is 
$18.50 to $20.00 a pound. 

For some commercial divers, already 
limited by seasons and the weather, the © 
poaching situation is a direct threat. if 
restaurants dont buy from the proces- 
sors, the processors dont buy from the 
diver, and the diver is without his rent. 

Illegal taking of abalone can result in 
stiff fines and the permanent loss of the 
commercial license, which is difficult to

come by. Commercial divers depending 
on their licenses for their livelinood don’t 
take shorts, and when the California 
contingency felt that the poaching 
needed to be checked, they partici- 
pated in a watchdog program called 
Cal-Tip. Cal-Tip offers $1,000 rewards 
for tips on illegal diving activities re- 
ported to the Fish and Game that lead to 
the arrest and conviction of the violator. 

Commercial divers also have the 
problem that comes with just being in 
the water so much of the time, Even 
though successful abalone divers can 
make their way in the shallows, entire 
days underwater push them into. de- 
compression anyway. Divers wearing 
more than one decompression meter 
have still been hit in elbows, knees or 
shoulders at least once, and a few of 
them have lost the use of a muscle here 
or there. The very unlucky ones walk with 
canes or, worse, get around in wheel- 
chairs. 

Another side effect of being in the 
water so much Is exposure to sharks, 
Not horn sharks, swell sharks or blues — 
but the great whites which roam every 
ocean and feed near seal rookeries. 
Rookeries can also produce a high yield 
of abalone. Most commercial divers stay 
away from such areas when the waiter 
isn't clear, but even so, there are those 
chance encounters that no ane likes to 
think about, 

Gary Johnson, an abalone diver from 
Santa Barbara, was diving the foul area 
off Point Conception in July of 1975 
when he saw his first white shark, He 
described his reaction as ‘mild cata- 
tonia’ — which is how most white shark 
encounters affect divers. Johnson esti- 
mated the shark to be 195 feet long and 
“as big around as a whisky barrel.” 

Four days later, a diver named Rob 
Rebstock happened to anchor his boat 
in the exact spot where Johnson had 
seen the shark, and the next thing 
Rebstock knew, he was in the mouth of 
the very shark Johnson had seen. “It 
took me all the way out of the water in its 
mouth and dropped me closer to the 
boat,” Rebstock recalled. Rebstock was 
diving again in two months, but his 
astonished friends stayed out of the 
water for years, 

There are other stories that commer- 
cial abalone divers tell: Win Swint was 
diving off a seal rookery once when a 
killer whale came in to feed, and amid 
the blood he made his way back to his 
boat “trying very hard not to look like a 
seal.” Another commercial diver named 
Jay Worrell tells how a group of divers 
took up a collection to pay for his

hospital bills after a white shark bit him in 
the rear end off San Miguel. Other divers 
talk of their boats sinking and of engines 
blowing up mid-channel. Add to this the 
problem of disappearing abalone and 
the poaching predicament, and people 
will wonder all the more why commer- 
cial divers continue to do what they do. 

The divers themselves don’t take time 
to wonder.

Some- 
times they may not like the physical 
hardships all that much, but all the same 
they'll always love the ocean, which 
changes day to day.

1. D. All of the above statements are 
correct. For signals to be effective, they 
must be known and seen clearly. Nearly 
every diver uses some signals of his or. 
her own design and these personal signs 
need to be made known to a buddy as 
well as the standard signals. Talk about 
underwater communications before a 
dive to help reduce frustration beneath 
the surface. 


2. B. Acknowledge that the signal has 
been received. An OK sign returned, ora 
nod of the head lets your buddy know you 
understood the message. This is as im- 
portant for routine signals, such as those 
indicating direction, as for emergency 
signals. Always acknowledge signals. 
Repeating a signal can cause problems. 
Imagine returning an out of air signal with 
another out of air sign! . 


3. D. None of the above. This is a diffi- 
cult question to answer because the 
correct response depends upon the 
signal itself and the situation in which it is 
given. Emergency signals should always 
be obeyed, but a signal to go deeper than 
your planned depth should not be. Which 
signals are debatable and which are not 
should be agreed upon in advance. 


4. C. 4. Everyone knows the standard OK 
sign made by touching the thumb and 
forefinger together, but don't forget the 
signal can also be made by curling all the 
fingers to the thumb when a mitt is worn. 
Touching the fingertips together over- 
head is the long distance surface signal 
for OK, but touching the fingertips of one 
hand to the top of the head is also ac- 
ceptable when one hand is occupied. 


5. B. Low on air, out of air. These two 
signals. are frequently confused, and are 
very important. They deserve immediate 
comprehension. If you will think of the 
slashing motion of the out of air sign as an 
indication that the air supply has been cut 
off, it may help distinguish the signal from 
the low on air sign. 


6. Buddy breathe or share air. Tech- 
nically, a person who loses the supply of 
air should signal out of air, followed by the 
signal to share air, made by pointing to the 
mouth with the regulator removed. How- 
ever, any time a diver approaches you 
with the regulator removed and pointing to 
the mouth, you should immediately 
respond by providing the diver with air. 
Confusion in such a situation can result in 
an accident. 


7. B. Danger. The fist is to be extended in 
the direction of the hazard and held there 
until your buddy recognizes and ac- 
knowledges the object or situation. Don't 
hesitate to use the signal for minor haz- 
ards, such as a spiny fish which is well 
camouflaged. Diving is at its best when 
buddies are helpful to each other. 


8. C. Both actions A and B are 
required. Even though they are not 
supposed to do so, divers still wave to 
other people. To distinguish between 
these salutations and a true emergency, 
the following signal has been established 
as the diver’s distress sign: Raise one 
hand straight up high overhead and bring 
it down sharply, slapping the surface of 
the water. Repeat as needed until __ 
acknowledged. : 


9. A. Stop or hold it. This signal can also 
nean stay there. People usually 
inderstand this signal even if they have 
»rgotten others because the stop signal 
is common in everyday life. There are 

numerous other signs which can be used 
underwater to improve communications 

between divers. All you need to do is 
develop them, discuss them with your 
buddy, and agree on them before use. 


10. C. Sign language. Precise 
communications are possible with sign 
language. There are several languages 
for the deaf, but Exact English allows 
communication using the same wording 
structure used in normal conversation. A 
semester or two of sign language classes 
with your buddy will significantly enhance 
your diving through markedly improved 
underwater communication. 


The old adage that we get out of something only what we put into it is 
certainly appropriate when it is applied to hand signals. Did you get 
seven or eight correct answers? If not, you need to review your signals 
and the procedures involved in their use. And, no matter what your 
score, why not learn the deaf alphabet? It will be useful to you in many

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by the feel of the strobe arm in your hand, 
aim at a point one-third further away 
(behind) the subject. Why? Because of 
refraction, underwater objects are 
actually one-third further away than you 
see them. If you are aiming with a light, of 
course, you won't have this problem. 


NORMAL-BEAM STROBES 

Small, normal-beam strobes (which 
usually cover a Nikonos 35 mm lens, or 
equivalent lens of ahoused camera), can 
be used to accent selected subject 
areas. However, high-powered, nor- 
mal-beam strobes can cause problems: 
If you open the lens for a sunlight expo- 
sure, the narrow beam of light shoots out 
like a spotlight. It brightly illuminates sus- 
pended particles within the beam and 
often overexposes any near subject area 
it hits. And, because you must close the 


aperture for the powerful strobe expo- 
sure, the majority of the picture area will 
be underexposed unless there is 
extremely strong sunlight contributing to 
the exposure, or you are shooting up into 
the sun. The wider the lens and the closer 
the camera-to-subject distance, the 
more apparent these problems become. 

For best results, turn the strobe to its 
low power setting, place a diffuser or 
neutral density filter over the reflector (if 
the strobe has these optional features), 
or attach a couple of layers of cloth over 
the front of the reflector with rubber 
bands. Then, use the reduced light out- 
put of the narrow beam to softly spotlight 
selected subject areas, such as a diver’s 
face and upper body. 


FAR AND NEAR SUBJECTS 
Wide-angle lighting gets tricky when 
you have different subjects at different 
distances from the camera, and espe- 
cially when the near subjects are highly 
reflective. This is a classic lighting prob- 


lem inside caves or wrecks that are filled 
with schools of reflective fish: If you use a 
small aperture for a strobe exposure for 
the nearest fish, you automatically dark- 
en the background. Thus, you lose your 
main subject — the inside of the cave or 
wreck. And, if you open the aperture fora 
strobe exposure of a background diver, 
the near fish will be overexposed. 

Here are some basic techniques for 
solving the above lighting dilemma: 

1. Because low light levels force you to 
use wider apertures which reduce depth 
of field, it may be advantageous to use a 
fast film such as ASA 200 rather than ASA 
64. Yes, the faster film will have more 
grain, but picture sharpness will 
improve. 3 

2. Take an exposure meter reading of 
the midwater background at the 


entrance of the cave or opening in the 





wreckage before going inside. By meter- 
ing at the opening, the dark sides won't 
influence the meter to overexposure. 
Also, preset the aperture and focus 
before going inside where it may be 
dark. If you anticipate making changes in 
the dark, take a moment and practice 
feeling the click stops on the controls. 

3. Get inside and work for a silhouette. 
Use the entrance of the cave or opening 
in the wreckage to backlight the distant 
fish and/or diver. 

4. Reduce the intensity of the strobe so 
the exposure for the close, shiny fish will 
balance with the sunlight exposure for 
the distant opening. You can do this by 
(a) turning the power switch to the lowest 
setting, (6b) holding the strobe back to 
increase distance to the nearest sub- 
jects, (c) placing layers of cloth over the 
reflector, or (d) a combination of these 
techniques. 

5. Another method we've used, when a 
bulkhead in the hold of a sunken ship 
was behind us, was to aim the strobe 





back toward the bulkhead. This provided 
soft, bounce lighting on a school of high- 
ly-reflective fish inside the hold. 

6. Because the fish may dart around at 
the moment you trigger the shutter, or a 
current may make it difficult for you to 
hold the camera steady, it may be diffi- 
cult to take a really sharp picture of the 
fish against the light background. Thus, 
the new Nikonos IV-A (which synchro- 
nizes with strobe at 1/90 second. rather 
than 1/60 second) would be a better 
choice than an older model if you use 
strobe. | | 


LIGHTING DIVER PORTRAITS 

Wide-angle lighting can also be used 
to diminish the importance of the back- 
ground and accent the near subject in a 
wide-angle picture. For example, 
assume you are taking a diver portrait, 


Schools of reflective fish inside 
wrecks and caves can be difficult to 
photograph when silhouetted 

against an opening. Strobe lighting 
must be balanced with the sunlight 
exposure for the background. This can 
be accomplished by switching the 
strobe to a lower power, or by holding 
the strobe back to increase strobe- 
to-subject distance, or by covering 
the strobe reflector with a thin cloth. 


and wish to darken a prominent or clut- 
tered background that could draw the 
viewer's eye away from the diver. You 
can accent the diver by moving in close 
and holding your strobe close enough to 
the diver so it overpowers the sunlight 
exposure by at least a full stop. Closing 
the aperture for this strobe exposure 
automatically darkens the background 
which reduces its importance. 

On the other hand, suppose the back- 
ground is important to the diver portrait. 
If, for example, the diver is exploring 
interesting U/W terrain or wreckage, the 
background may be an important secon- 
dary subject. If so, and the water is bright 
and clear, set the aperture for a sunlight 
exposure and hold the strobe back (or 
turn it to low power) and use it for fill light-. 
ing for your portrait. . 

lf your subject has a translucent mask, 
strobe light can penetrate the side of the 
mask and light the face. If the mask isn’t 
translucent, rnake sure that you aim the

feet of water on Georges Bank, some 150 
miles east-southeast of Cape Cod. 

The area is difficult for diving because 
of its frequent storms, high waves, strong 
currents and fast-moving tides. “We're 
usually limited to-a 30 to 40 minute opera- 
tional window every eight hours,” re- 
ported International Underwater Con- 
tractors’ Bob Sikorski late last fall. “Then 
the current builds up to three knots.”

Called the Ocean 
Jacket, it incorporates all the 
latest features. 

As with most modern buoy- 
ancy compensators, the 
Ocean Jacket has a two bag 
design. The inner bag is made 
of tough 15 mil urethane, the 
material proven to be the most 
durable under assault by 
ocean elements. The outer 
bag is made of rugged light- 
weight 420 denier nylon. 

With the Ocean Jacket, 
Parkway has eliminated one 
problem common to two bag 
BC's: Drainage of water 
between the bags. Parkway 
solved this nuisance by plac- 
ing nylon mesh drains at both 
the top and bottom of the 
outer bag. The one at the bot- 
tom allows water to drain dur- 
ing use; the one at the top 
allows drainage of water dur- 
ing cleaning (when the jacket 
may be rinsed upside down). 

The Ocean Jacket is 
designed to be compatible 
with most backpacks. Park- 
way has placed a reinforced 
pad on the back of the jacket 
to eliminate damage to the 
compensator due to abrasion 
from the backpack. 


COMFORT 

The smooth nylon outer bag 
of the Ocean Jacket is espe- 
cially comfortable against 
your skin. The weight of the 
scuba tank is supported by 
your shoulders, as with any 
backpack. But, instead of 
heavy nylon backpack straps 


biting into your skin, you feel 
the soft nylon of the Ocean 
Jacket’s outer bag. And, the 
design of the arm holes pre- 
vents any seam from rubbing 
on your skin. These features 
make diving without a suit 
especially enjoyable. And, 
when you do wear a suit, this 
design eliminates wear to it 
owing to strap abrasion. 

The Ocean Jacket closés in 
the front with the backpack 
waist strap and buckle. An 
additional Velcro fastener 
helps hold the jacket closed 
several inches above the 
waist. Further modification of 
the jacket’s waist size can be 
accomplished by adjusting 
straps on each side panel. 


ACCESSORIES 

Attached to the front of the 
Ocean Jacket are two pockets 
large enough to carry dive 
gauges, large sea shells, or an 
underwater camera. Like the 
outer bag, these pockets have 
nylon mesh drains at the bot- 
tom. Inside each pocket is a 
stainless steel ring attached to 
a short strap. These allow you 
to secure gauges, Car keys, or 
other articles. Two additional 


Stainless steel utility rings are 
attached to the base of the 
jacket below each pocket. 
These may be used for secur- 
ing larger accessories such 
as hand lights or game bags. 

On each side of the Ocean 
Jacket there are Velcro hose 
retainers with which you can 
secure your pressure gauge 
and your octopus. 

The Ocean Jacket is 
designed with a buckle below 
the backpack pad to allow the 
use of acrotch strap. Although 
most divers find buoyancy 
jackets perfectly comfortable 
without a crotch strap, Park- 
way has provided this option 
for those who prefer it. 


INFLATION 

The Ocean Jacket comes 
standard with Parkway’s new 
Softouch power inflator. This 
wonderful innovation  elimi- 
nates the necessity of goril- 
la-like strength in the hand 
and forearm in order to acti- 
vate the button on your infla- 
tor. This mechanism allows 
feather-touch inflation control. 

The Softouch inflator is 
attached to a short spiral hose 
which, unlike some, allows 
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complete water drainage 
when cleaning. This hose is 
secured to the front of the 
jacket with Velcro. 

Oral inflation is also possi- 
ble with a purgeable valve. 
This allows you to expel 
water from the mouthpiece so 
it doesn't get blown into the 
jacket. When completely in- 
flated, the Ocean Jacket pro- 
vides 48 pounds of lift in salt 
water. 

Emergency inflation can be 
accomplished with a COo2 
mechanism beneath the left 
pocket. This mechanism is 
made of durable corrosion- 
proof plastic. 

Overinflation is prevented 
by an over-pressure valve on 
the back of the jacket. 


DEFLATION 

Two models of the Ocean 
Jacket are available: The 
Quick Dump and the Pull 
Dump. 

The Pull Dump is on one 
shoulder and is activated by 
pulling a cord. The Quick 
Dump is at the top of the infla- 
tion hose itself. You simply 
pull on the inflation hose to 
activate the valve. The Quick 
Dump valve makes deflating 
your jacket as easy as inflat- 
ing it and is certainly worth 
the additional investment.

t was during the Roaring 20's, the 

days of bathtub gin and daring young 
flappers (1926, to be exact), when Sher- 
wood Selpac first started making preci- 
sion valves and regulators for the con- 
trol of gases. Through the years these 
products have found an_ increasing 
variety of applications in industry, re- 
search, medicine, and more recently, 
the field of recreation. For a number of 
these years, Sherwood Selpac manu- 
factured a variety of components for 
scuba valves and regulators which 
were marketed under the trade names 
of other dive equipment manufacturers. 
Then, in 1974, the company introduced 
its own line of dive equipment, under its 
own name. This line was expanded in 
1980 with the addition of two new regula- 
tors, the Magnum and the Magnum 
Blizzard. 

The two regulators are almost identi- 
cal. There is essentially only one differ- 
ence between them: the Blizzard has a 
heat retention unit in its second stage. 
This collects heat from the diver’s 
exhaled breaths and transfers it to the 


demand lever valve to reduce the 
chances of freeze-up. With the exception 
of this one item, everything said about 
the Magnum also applies to the Magnum 
Blizzard. 


THE FIRST STAGE 

The Magnum is a rather conventional 
regulator in appearance, but offers some 
very interesting features that aren't ap- 
parent in a casual inspection of the exter- 
ior. The first stage (model SRB 3205) is 
basically a balanced piston design, with 
a heavy duty, chrome plated, marine 
brass housing, one high pressure port, 
three low pressure ports, a swivel yoke 
(rated at 3500 psi), and a large yoke 
screw knob. For a piston-type first stage, 
its body is very compact. 

The method used to balance the first 
stage against changing tank pressure is 
called a floating orifice balancing system 
and is worth some attention. This floating 
device, which looks and behaves just like 
a piston, is So named because it floats 
(i.e., slides in and out, depending on tank 
pressure), and because one end forms 


the orifice of the first stage valve. When 
the valve is closed, the orifice seals 
against a Teflon valve seat. But this Is at- 
tached to the end of the main piston 
which also slides back and forth, open- 
ing and closing the valve whenever the 
intermediate pressure changes (owing to 
inhalation, purging, or changes in am- 
bient pressure). 

Suppose we connect the first stage to 
an air supply. As high pressure air en- 
ters, it pushes the floating orifice (piston) 
slightly into the body, compressing sev- 
eral spring (or cup) washers in the proc- 
ess. The air travels down the center of the 
orifice piston, forces open the valve and 
flows into the intermediate pressure 
Chamber (which feeds the low pressure 
ports). From this chamber, the air can 
pass into the center of the main piston 
and flow down its length, where it applies 
a force on the end of the piston, closing 
the valve. The valve will not close, how- 
ever, until the intermediate pressure has 
overcome the combined forces of the 
regulating spring and ambient pressure, 
which are trying to hold the valve open. It

is these opposing forces (intermediate 
pressure on one side of the piston, am- 
bient pressure and the spring on the 
other) that maintain the intermediate 
pressure at 120 psi above ambient. 

As mentioned above, one of the forces 
acting on the main piston is ambient 
pressure. And, the cavity where ambient 
pressure can act on the piston is called 
the ambient pressure cavity. In typical 
first stages, water is allowed to enter this 
chamber — but when it does, it often 
brings with it salt, silt, and other damag- 
ing particles. In addition, cold water 
(e.g., fresh water of 45°F, or less), chilled 
by the rush of air through the first stage, 
can freeze solid, preventing the regulator 
from functioning properly. To solve these 
problems, some manufacturers offer 
modified first stages, or conversion kits, 
that allow the ambient pressure cavity to 
be filled with silicone, which transmits the 
ambient pressure, but keeps water and 
other undesirables out. 

Sherwood has taken a different ap- 
proach to this solution. In the Magnum 
first stages, the ambient pressure cavity 





is filled with nothing — but air. The main. 


piston has a restricted opening in its sur- 
face, which allows intermediate pressure 


air to flow very slowly into the ambient 


pressure cavity. This air accumulates in 
the cavity until the pressure exceeds am- 
bient by about.one or two psi, at which 
time the excess is bled off into the water 
through a one-way check valve. Air loss 
with this method is negligible. In fact, 
Sherwood indicates that only about one 
breath out of an entire tankful is lost. A 
side benefit of this system is a quick 
check on the operation. If the check valve 
is bubbling, then it’s working. 


THE SECOND STAGE 
The Magnum’s second stage is a 
downstream, demand-lever valve de- 
sign. Its case is molded of Lexan: front 
and rear halves screw together and are 


secured with a stainless steel clip. The in- 


terior is contoured to give an airfoil, or 
venturi effect when the air flows over it. 
This creates a region of lower pressure 
inside, and sucks in the diaphragm 
slightly to reduce the inhalation effort 


dl 


during breathing. Sherwood calls this 
feature the integral aerodynamic assist. 
Critical parts in the demand valve as- 
sembly are Teflon coated for reduced 
friction and wear. The exhaust valve and 
the diaphragm are made of silicone rub- 
ber for increased resistance to ozone 


-and. chlorine, while the large, wrap- 


around exhaust tee is molded of flexible 
PVC plastic. The purge is large and up 
front, easily accessible, even when wear- 
ing thick gloves. , 

Still another feature of this second 
stage is Sherwood’s own variable ful- 


“crum. This sounds like so much sales 
- promo — but it's really a very clever idea 


(we could call it a clever lever), and is 
patented by Sherwood. As in most de- 
mand-lever designs, one end of the lever 
is attached to the valve mechanism, 
while the other end rides the back sur- 
face of the diaphragm. Movement in the 
diaphragm is felt by the lever, and it 
opens or closes the valve correspond- 
ingly. What Sherwood did was to form 
the demand valve end of the lever into a

CONSTRUCTION 

The T-300 is a two piece, precision 
cast aluminum housing which is epoxy 
sealed during manufacture to prevent 
pinhole leaks. All of the corners are 
rounded for sleek, futuristic styling. A 
handgrip is actually molded onto the 
right side. The exterior is finished in an at- 
tractive, metallic-blue, hard-baked 
enamel, and the entire interior is finished 
in flat black to prevent stray light 
reflections. 

The front half of the housing contains 
the mounted camera, its lens and lens 
port. Also on this front half are the focus 
control, aperture control, shutter release, 
and EO flash connector. The rear of the 
housing is a bell-shaped cover which 
provides easy access to the camera 
back and quick film loading. Built into the 
rear of the housing are the shutter speed 
control knob, film advance lever and 
viewport for through-the-lens focus and 
framing. 

The front of the housing has a rectan- 




























designed to accept a series of detach- 
able and inter-changeable lens ports. 
Switching these ports can be accom- 
plished in less than two minutes. 

Each lens port is a precision machined 
black anodized aluminum collar with a 
cemented-in plexiglass window. Each of 
these contains a bore-type O-ring seal 
that slides over a collar on the front of the 
housing. The port is held securely in 
place by two stainless steel set screws 


The T-300 underwater hous- 
ing is slightly larger than a 
typical 35 mm SLR camera.

that bear down on the collar. 

At present, there are three different 
lens ports available for the T-300. Each is 
designed to work with a specific range of 
camera lenses to ensure optimum per- 
formance. The standard port is the small- 
est of the three, measuring four inches in 
diameter and only one inch long. This 
port is shipped as a basic component of 
the T-300 housing and works quite well 
for lenses ranging from 28 mm to 50 mm. 
The macro port ts slightly larger in di- 





ameter than the standard port and three 
inches long. It is designed to be used 
specifically with such lenses as the 55 
mm Micro-Nikkor. Its long barrel length 
allows room to focus down to nine 
inches. This port is especially good for 
fish photography and invertebrate close- 
ups. It can also be used with telephoto 
lenses ranging from 85 mm to 105 mm. 

The largest of the three ports is a fully 
corrected wide-angle plexiglass dome. 


The T-300 is designed to accept a series of 
lens ports. Each port contains its own bore- 
type O-ring seal which slides over a collar 
on the front of the housing. The ports are 
held in place with two steel set screws. 





It is 6.3 inches in diameter and three 
inches long. This port will accommodate 
lenses from 24 to 35 mm. 


CAMERA CONTROLS 

Despite its small size, the T-300 offers 
all of the camera controls normally found 
on larger housings. An interesting as- 
pect of its design is that most of the con- 
trols are within two inches of each other, 
thus allowing multiple control with one 
hand. For example, the photographer

A negative image 
viewfinder screws into the camera’s 
AV) ol {Tora Li Co TM cal-m elalelColele-] ol ates 
to view the entire picture field 
through the rear of the housing 
while underwater. Rubber gear bands 
slip over the focus and aperture 
rings of the camera lens and mesh 
with the controls in the housing. 
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can operate the focus knob and change 
aperture settings with his/her left hand. 
The right hand can adjust shutter speed 
settings, advance film and release the 
shutter without changing position. The 
operator has almost as much control 
over camera functions as there would be 
if it were not in a housing. 

A one and three-quarter inch diameter 
knob on the left side of the housing pro- 
vides continuous focus control. The knob 
drives an internal gear train linked with a 
rubber gear fitted to the lens focusing 
ring. The flexible but firm rubber gear 
gives a smooth touch to the focus. 

A one inch long aperture control lever 
is positioned at the upper front of the 
housing, less than two inches from the 
focus knob. The aperture scale (for the 
Nikon FE) ranges from f1.4 to f16, giving 
a total of eight separate, clearly marked f- 
stops. A setting for f22 is obtainable, but 
is not marked on the scale owing to 








synchronization at 1/125 second. 
The camera fit into the off-the-shelf 
housing perfectly on the very first try. It fit 


- precisely, with all of the screw holes and 
controls aligned. Installation of the rub- 
ber gears and shutter speed coupling 
~ were uncomplicated. 


The first dive proved equally delightful. 


_All of the O-ring seals worked perfectly, 
_ keeping the inside of the housing as dry 
as the Sahara Desert. Underwater, the 
_ T-300 is well balanced and handles with 
ease. Its compact design allows greater 
mobility and faster setups. 


During our week of testing, we used 


the 24, 35 and 55 mm macro lenses. The 
_ photos were wire sharp and had excel- 
_ lent depth-of-field. The quality and opti- 
_ cal performance of Nikon’s land lenses in 
_ this housing were almost breathtaking. 


Film can be easily loaded while the 
camera is in the housing. The hous- 
ing’s shutter speed knob meshes with 
FVale-Ter-le)(-) mm Jal(oiam-diles-me)c-) me al-Mor- lity 
era’s own control. Accessory bar and 
EO connector allow U/W strobe use. 






















CONCLUSION 

The Tussey T-300 is indeed a new 
milestone in the evolution of underwater 
housing development. It is a profession- 
al piece of photographic equipment and 
by no means inexpensive. The basic 
housing, with standard lens port, retails 
for $465. The wide-angle dome port is 
another $125, and the macro port is an 
additional $37.50. However, the housing 
is worth every penny of the investment, 
as it is capable of producing profession- 
al quality photographs.

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apan’s technological explosion has 
rocked the foundations of the indus- 
trialized world. Its cars, cameras, 
watches, televisions and stereos domi- 
nate the marketplace because they 
offer sophistication, quality and value. 
For the past seven years, the Kohkoku 
Chemical Company of Tokyo has been 
trying to emulate its compatriots (at Toy- 
ota, Sony and Casio) by gaining a 
foothold in the inflatable boat market 
with the Achilles line. After an uncertain 
start, these boats have improved 
steadily in quality and engineering. 
Today they offer a viable alternative to 
the diver who seeks a rugged, high ca- 
pacity inflatable boat at an affordable 
price. 

Achilles sportboats come in two 
series, the SR and the SD. The differ- 
ence is that the SD’s have.a removable 
bowdodger, while the SR’s have a fixed 
one with a windscreen. The price differ- 
ence is only $60, so SKIN DIVER’s editors 
decided on the cheaper SD 14 as the 
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subject of this article owing to the added 
load space provided by the open bow. 

That open bow makes the SD 14 look 
bigger than it really is. Its basic configu- 
ration is that of a no nonsense utility 
boat, more likely to appeal to the serious 
diver than to the Sunday cruiser. The 
Achilles SD 14 is 14 feet long and the 
beam is five feet, six inches. The tube 
diameter is 18 inches. The SD 14 has a 
load capacity of six persons or 1540 
pounds. 

Over the past few years, Achilles has 
steadily upgraded its product. Since 
moving into a new manufacturing facility 
last year, its workmanship and quality 
control have improved to the point that 
the Achilles can be compared favorably 
to any inflatable boat. 

The Achilles 14 foot models are being 
reintroduced in 1982 after a one year hi- 
atus, during which the largest boats in 
the line were extensively redesigned. 
The base fabric is now a rugged 84 
denier nylon. (Denier refers to the 






























weight of the fabric over an area of 1000 
meters.) The nylon is sandwiched be- 
tween a layer of neoprene on the inside 
and a calendered neoprene/hypalon 
combination on the outside. 

Achilles’ new Delrin plastic valves are 
easier to repair and change than the old 
ones were. Formerly glued in place, they 


are now held in by a threaded body 
flange and an outer ring nut. The entire 





valve insert assembly can be _ un- 
screwed for quick deflation. A flap of hy- 
palon material buttons down to protect 
the valve when it is not being used. The 
valves on the four chambers fill the pon- 
toons, while the inflatable keel has an 
additional valve of its own. 

The solid marine plywood floorboards 
now come with interlocking edge 
braces of aluminum, and are held in 
place by aluminum stringers. However, 
there is no fixed thrust board in the bow, 
which allows the delta board to flex. This 
could result in excessive movement of 
the three rectangular floorboards if the 





boat is not fully inflated. The manufac- 
turer recommends a pressure of 2.8 psi 
in each of the four chambers. 

The removable bowdodger makes 
sense. It allows enough deck: space for 
up to four divers with two tanks apiece. 
When launching through the surf, bow 
passengers can hop right aboard the 
large open area as the boat gets under- 
way. Yet, when protection from the 
spray is needed, the bright red bow- 


dodger can be quickly buttoned into 
place. The only criticism of this arrange- 
ment concerns the material. It seems a 
bit flimsy compared to the heavy hypa- 
lon coated fabric of the hull. 

A comfortable rubber helmsman’s 
grip on the starboard pontoon affords 
the skipper security at high speeds. 
There is a good reason for putting it on 
that side. It makes the pilot reach 
across, into the boat, for the tiller, which 
is on the port side of an outboard motor. 
In case of a sudden swerve, the skipper 
is then thrown into the boat, rather 
than overboard. Additional grips for

passengers would be a good idea for 
future models. 

The standard equipment list is 
impressive for a nuts-and-bolts work- 
boat. Four stainless steel D-rings are at- 
tached to the tubes for tying down 
equipment stowed inside. Four solid lift- 
ing handles are located on the outer hull 
for easy carrying. A black neoprene 
rubbing strake encircles the hull for pro- 
tection. A stainless steel towing ring is 


fastened to the bow by molded, nylon 
reinforced rubber for stronger and safer 
towing. A self bailing valve at the base 
of the transom drains the bilge while the 
boat is running, and prevents water from 
entering with a one way diaphragm 
check valve. 

Only a few optional accessories are 
recommended to make the SD 14 a fine 
all around dive boat. The list would in- 
clude a pressure gauge, a Set of oars, a 
bow hold-all to keep personal gear dry, 
indoor-outdoor carpet to protect the 
floorboards, and a set of launching 
wheels. 

The wheels proved their worth on our 
shakeout cruise in the Achilles. With the 
wheels in place and the motor mounted, 
two divers easily rolled the boat into the 
water at the Newport Dunes, CA launch 
ramp. Scott McIntosh of Port-a-Marine in 
Costa Mesa took the helm for the long 
ride through Newport Harbor at the five 
miles per hour limit. Once out- 
side the jetty, he gunned the 25 horse- 
power Mercury outboard and the boat 
went up on an easy plane. Loaded with 
over 700 pounds of passengers and 
dive gear, it skipped along at around 20 
miles per hour. Scott says the 25 Merc 
will plane the SD 14 with as much as 
1000 pounds inside. 

The boat handled well in turns, 
although the open bow allowed some 
spray inside. But, it’s the open, utility 
boat design which makes this Achilles 
an excellent craft for diving. Personally, 
| didn't miss the bowdodger, because | 
was wearing a wetsuit and didnt mind a 
little soray. The boat was easy to enter 
and leave, even for divers without tank 
mounted BC's. (They had to put on the 
tanks in the boat and climb back on 
board with the tanks on their backs.) 

On the other hand, the SD 14 has a few 
Achilles heels. The somewhat flimsy 
oarlocks could accidentally pull out of 
their holders, resulting in the loss of an 
oar. Additionally, the foot pump and the 
carrying bags could be made of a 
heavier material to survive the abuse 
divers are known to dish out. Finally, at 
192 pounds, the Achilles is a bit heavy 
for a 14 foot boat. The solid floorboards 
are probably to blame. A foam core 
sandwiched between layers of marine 
plywood would be stronger and would 
weigh less. 

In conclusion, the SD 14 is the opti- 
mum size for an inflatable dive boat. 
There is plenty of room for four divers, 
yet the boat can be carried on top of a 
compact van. It can be set up by two 
persons within 20 minutes. The fabric 
carries a five year factory warranty; the 
seams and transom are covered for 
one. At a list price of $1900, the Achilles 
SD 14 is a rugged, no nonsense dive 
boat at a competitive price. >

You know that if this spot 
doesn't produce well enough, you can be 
off to another location in short order. 





Mice lightweight materials and 
advanced engineering have given 
today’s. gold hunter a tremendous ad- 
vantage over the old-time prospector. 
The modern placer miner, using easily 
transported equipment, can reduce a 
large volume of sediment or overburden 
into a concentrated sample in a short 
period. This sample can then be panned 
and any gold in it recovered. The 
machine which makes this possible is 
the portable gold dredge. 

Keene Engineering has been a lead- 
er in the manufacture of gold dredges 
for 25 years, and is the largest producer 
of these machines in the world today. 
The company has dredges in all sizes 
and for a variety of applications, but its 
most recently introduced version, the 
Easy Tote (model 2001), combines 
complete mobility (it fits a backpack) 
with sufficient power to satisfy the ser- 
ious prospector. 

The Easy Tote, like all gold dredges, 
is basically a combination underwater 
vacuum cleaner and riffle box (sluice 
box, sediment sorter, etc.). A jet of 
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on a standard backpack frame. It has a 
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two cycle engine, and weighs 38 pounds. 


water, pumped by a small engine, 
creates a suction at the intake of a large 
hose, and sediment is drawn up the 
hose and into the riffle box with the 
passing water. The heavier soil and gold 
is trapped between the riffles (parti- 


_tions). When the box is full of sediment, 


the collection is panned for gold. 


The heart of the Easy Tote dredge, the 


riffle box, is made of lightweight alumi- 
num sheeting, and is 34 inches long, ten 
and one-half inches wide and three 
inches deep. The head of the box is 
covered by a black marlex plastic hood 
which directs the water from the suction 
hose down and into the box. 

Inside the box, sediment first falls on a 
cadmium coated steel grating perfor- 
ated by half-inch diameter holes. The 
riffles, which are also made of cadmium 
coated steel, are joined in series like a 
washboard. The whole series is hinged 
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at the upper end and can be swung up 
to uncover the bottom of the box. 

The bottom of the riffle box is lined 
with a special pad, similar to indoor-out- 
door carpet, which has grooves that are 
perpendicular to the water flow. Small 
particles of gold will settle onto the pad 
and be trapped there. 

The Easy Tote dredge is powered by 
a one and one-quarter horsepower, two 
cycle Kawasaki engine. The engine 
weighs only nine and one-half pounds 
but will drive the attached pump with 
enough force to push a hefty 60 gallons 
of water per minute — enough to move 
two cubic yards of sediment per hour. 
The engine is made of corrosion resis- 
tant aluminum and painted steel. It isn't 
overly noisy, having the sound of a muf- 
fled chain saw. Depending on the direc- 
tion of the breeze, smoke from the en- 
gine can condense on the side of the rif- 
fle box and create a smudge. This can 
be wiped off with a rag at the end of the 
day. Three fuel mixture jets are available 
for the engine. Using the jet appropriate 
for the altitude of operation is important. 
A separate container is provided with 
the dredge for mixing two cycle oil with 
gasoline in the correct ratio for the 
engine. 

The Easy Tote’s pump is made of 
glass reinforced plastic and contains 
only one moving part. Its precision de- 
sign and self lubrication allow it to be 
operated at speeds greater than 5000 
rom. 

The Easy Tote has three hoses. All are 
made of clear vinyl and the pump intake 
hose and main suction hose are rein- 
forced by helicoils of yellow plastic 
which strengthen them against collapse. 
All hose connections are secured with 
screw-tightened hose clamps. The 
pump intake hose is one and one-quar- 
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feet. The one and one-quarter horsepower engine can drive sediment laden water over the riffles at up to 60 gallons per minute. 


ter inches in diameter and four feet 
long. The entry to this hose has a foot 
valve to keep water from running back 
out when the pump is stopped. Sand 
should be kept out of the pump at all 
times. The intake has a cone shaped 
plastic strainer attached which keeps 
out larger. pieces of gravel, but if the in- 
take has a chance of touching the bottom 
(as when the dredge is used in shallow 
water) the intake should be placed ina 
bucket to keep soil out. The engine 
should never be run without the pump 
first being primed. This is accomplished 
by pushing the intake back and forth 
underwater until water is forced up to, 
and through the pump (visible through 
the hoses). : 
Water pushed by the pump passes 
through a ten foot long hose (one and 
one-quarter inches in diameter) which 
extends to the cadmium coated steel 
nozzle of the main suction hose. Water 
moving from the pump is directed out of 
the narrower intermediate hose and up 
the suction hose by a U-shaped tube on 
the suction nozzle. It is the force of this 
water being pushed up the main hose 
which creates the suction at the nozzle. 
This suction pulls water and sediment up 
the main hose to the sluice box. The 
suction hose is nine feet long. This al- 
lows the gold hunter/diver to reach 
depths of about eight feet. The diameter 
of the suction hose, two. inches in the 


case of the Easy Tote, is the classifica- 


tion of the dredge (two, three, eight 
inches, etc.). Larger hoses are used on 
larger, less portable dredges. The noz- 
zle of the suction hose has an opening 
slightly smaller than two inches in di- 
ameter. This helos keep out rocks which 





might clog the hose. If such a clog does 
occur, shutting the pump down and 
rapping on the clog will usually loosen 
it. A poker rod is a handy item as well. 

The engine, pump and riffle box are 
secured to a frame of square cadmium 
coated steel tubing. The height of either 
end of the riffle box above the frame can 
be quickly adjusted by means of a rod 
which passes through struts on either 
side of the box. The box rests on this 
rod. Each strut has three holes in it and 
thus three height choices. Varying the 
height of one end of the box changes the 
slope of the box and thus the speed of 
the water passing over it. The water 
speed is also controlled, naturally, by 
the speed of the engine. Below a mini- 
mum rom, the water is not under enough 
force to climb into the riffle box. Instead, 
the water will flow out the nozzle of the 
suction hose. 

The frame, with attached engine and 
riffle box is held together by 12 small 
steel bolts and nuts. The four bolts at the 
corners of the frame have large eyes 
built into them. Setup of the frame/en- 
gine/box takes only a few minutes and 
the only tool required is an adjust- 
able-jawed crescent wrench. (Pliers can 
be used in a pinch.) A flathead screw- 
driver is best for adjusting the hose 
clamps, although pliers or the wrench 
will work. 

The dredge and its framework rest on 
an inflated truck inner tube (provided 
with the Easy Tote). Four rubber stretch 
cords loop around the tube (one at each 
corner of the frame) and attach, by 
hooks, to the eyes of the corner bolts. 
The Easy Tote is so light that it will float 
even when the tube is slightly underin- 





flated. However, for the stretch cords to 
be snug, the tube needs a good deal of 
inflation. A bicycle pump is a necessary 
item, and don't forget to bring a’ patch 
kit for the tube. 

All inner tubes are not created equal. 
Depending on the tube and the amount 
of inflation, certain areas of the tube may 
balloon more than others. This can re- 
sult in unequal support of the dredge. 
This differing support, and the changing 
weight of the water and sediment in the 
sluice box can cause the frame and box 
to tilt slightly. While this won't spill the 
dredge, it can cause unequal flow of the 
water over the riffles. A river stone, 
placed strategically, will balance the 
dredge. 

When disassembled, the Easy Tote 
can be carried on a standard aluminum 
pack frame. It weighs just 38 pounds. 
The various parts of the dredge are 
strapped on the pack with the rubber 
cords. While the package may be long- 
er than a standard pack, it’s just as 
comfortable. You would, however, have 
to take it off in most cases, before sitting 
down. a. 

The Easy Tote can be operated 
wherever there is sufficient water to 
continuously cover both the pump in- 
take and suction nozzle: Rivers, lakes, 
ponds, creeks and even the ocean are 
fair game. Waves are off limits as the 
riffle box must remain steady to ade- 
quately sort out the gold. In many cases 
a rope anchoring the dredge to a stable 
object on shore is necessary. Not only 
does this give peace of mind, it also 
prevents mild currents from moving the 
dredge and diver off the site.

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Ov of the finest rechargeable under- 
water strobes to come out of Japan 
is the YS 150. It is manufactured by the 
Sea & Sea Underwater Camera Equip- 
ment Company of Saitama. YS stands 
for yellow sub (the strobe is canary 
colored) and 150 refers to the watt-sec- 
ond power rating of this strobe’s elec- 
tronic circuitry. In addition to being one 
of the most brightly colored strobes on 
the market, it is also surprisingly func- 
tional and makes underwater lighting a 
pleasure. 


CONSTRUCTION 

The exterior shell of the YS 150 is an 
extremely durable, corrosion-proof, in- 
jection molded plastic. It has two parts; 
the front half contains the flash tube, re- 
flector and electronics. The rear half is 
simply bell shaped and allows the opera- 
tor quick and easy access to the battery 
pack. The two parts are sealed by a bore- 
type O-ring and the rear bell is securely 
fastened in place by two stainless steel, 
spring-loaded clamps. 

The entire strobe head (battery in- 
cluded) weighs approximately 4.7 
pounds in air and it is slightly buoyant 
underwater. The addition of a flash arm, 
tray and Nikonos camera tend to balance 
out this unit perfectly. Every YS 150 is 
pressure tested to a depth of 350 feet 
prior to shipment. 

Exterior features on the YS 150 include 
a power control knob with five positions, 
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Acompact, rechargeable U/W 
strobe with wide angle coverage

The YS 150 strobe features a cir- 
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a ready light, a coil type flash connector 
cord and a threaded (metric) stud for at- 
taching the flash arm. 

The interior of the YS 150 contains an 
impressive electronic package that is 
well built and beautifully assembled. The 
electronic circuit board, battery capaci- 
tors and ni-cad power pack are all 
shielded to avoid accidental contact or 
short-outs. All wires are color coded and 
the various electronic sub-assemblies 
are separated and insulated from each 
other. 


FLASH TUBE 

The YS 150 features a very unique 
flash tube and reflector combination. A 
circular xenon tube is utilized for dif- 
fused, even lighting. The flash reflector is 
also circular and molded to follow the 
contour of the tube. The unusual con- 
figuration produces a wide angle cover- 
age of 100 degrees underwater. A 
Lexan dome port over the front of the re- 
flector and tube help to preserve the full 
wide-angle coverage of this reflector 
system. Light from the YS 150 produces 
a circular pattern so that the strobe can 
be held at almost any angle. The color 
temperature output of this strobe is 5400° 
Kelvin, producing a slightly warmish light 
which brings out good flesh tones. 


DUAL POWER 
The YS-150 is a dual power strobe 
which allows the photographer to quickly 








switch for either medium distance wide- 
angle shots or close-up and macro 
photography. 

The full power mode on this strobe has 
a 150 watt-second rating with an under- 
water guide number of 24 with ASA 64 
film. At a distance of three feet the aper- 
ture setting would be f8. Recycle time is 
four seconds on the full power setting. 

On the half-power mode the under- 
water guide number is approximately 18 
with ASA 64 film. At three feet the aper- 
ture setting would be f5.6. Recycle time 
on the half power setting is a brief two 
seconds. 

Both the full power and half power 
modes have their own individual slave 
settings. The slave sensor is in the center 
of the flash reflector. 


BATTERY 

The YS 150 is powered by a compact, 
lightweight 7.2 volt ni-cad battery pack 
made by the Sanyo Electric Company of 
Japan. It is both rechargeable and re- 
movable, allowing the operator to quickly 
change battery packs for additional 
shooting during the same day. 

When the battery pack is_ fully 
charged, it will deliver 100 flashes at the 
full power setting or 200 flashes at the 
half power setting. The power pack is 
held in place by a simple retaining pin 
and can be removed by unhooking a 
quick-disconnect wiring coupler.

Charging time for the battery pack is 
12 hours when it has been fully dis- 
charged. The battery pack can be con- 
veniently recharged while it is in the 
strobe by simply plugging. the charger 
into the back of the electronic package. A 
spare battery can be charged outside 
the strobe with the.use of a small (option- 
al) adapter wire which connects the 
charger cord directly to the battery pack 
plug. 

By purchasing a spare battery pack, 
the photographer can keep the YS 150 
flashing all day long — exposing six rolls 
of film, each with 36 frames (on high 
power). 


FLASH CORD 

The YS 150 can be ordered with one of 
three different flash cord connectors. The 
unit is available with either a Nikonos II or 
Nikonos III/IV type connector — both of 
which screw directly into the bottom of 
the camera. A third option is a special 
quick-disconnect cord known as the Nel- 
son Sea Loc. The Sea Loc is similar in 
concept to the EO connector, but fea- 
tures twin, silver plated contact pins. All 
three flash connectors come on six foot 
coiled cords. 


FLASH ARM 
Sea & Sea has designed a special 
flash arm for the YS 150. It is a two part, 
ball joint arm, 16 inches long, with a shoe 


The battery pack can also be 
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mount at the base. The ball joint allows 
multi-position articulation: The arm-can 
be tightened in any position with a large 
metal pressure knob. The top of the arm 
screws into the threaded stud at the base 
of the flash head, while the bottom of the 
arm slides onto a large shoe on the flash 
tray. Sea & Sea has its own metal flash 
tray for the Nikonos Il, Ill and IV camera 
models, equipped with a handgrip, tri- 
pod screw and shoe mount. 


CONCLUSION 

The YS 150 is a compact wide-angle 
strobe with many unique features. It pro- 
vides more than enough light for the 
Nikonos 15 mm extreme wide-angle 
lens. As far as reliability is Concerned, 
this strobe model has been on the market 
for more than six years and has estab- 
lished a fine record of proven 
performance. 

The YS 150 retails for $590. The flash 
arm and tray are extra. The entire Sea & 
Sea underwater photographic line of 
products is available at many pro dive 
stores.

he ad execs knew just what they were 

saying when they came up with this 
line, “Diving in the '80’s, there’s only one 
answer!” Every diver who has ever 
loaded gear into a small boat has 
asked, “Why doesn't somebody build a 
Doe wWEN fo ut You could till 
those blanks with quite a list of wants, but 
Answer Marine of Hialeah, Florida, has 
already satisfied most of them with the 21 
foot Divemaster. This boat’s well- 
thought-out design incorporates just 
about everything that any diver on a day 
outing could possibly need. 

The Divemaster is fiberglass with a 
modified deep V hull. It can stand up to 
the pounding of the ocean and carry a 
formidable load while literally scooting 
across the waves. The modified V allows 
for excellent stability in moderately rough 
seas while retaining great planing ability. 
Ruggedly built, the boat has one inch 
thick fiberglass at the keel, with an aver- 
age wall thickness around the boat of 
five-eights to three-quarters of an inch. 

Our test model was bright yellow and 
equipped with a Mercury 175 hp out- 
board. The boat will perform very nicely 
with motors ranging from 115 to a maxi- 
mum of 200 hp. It has a 50 gallon gas 
tank built in for long runs. The boat was 
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loaded to near maximum weight for our 
initial running test with seven people (one 
more than recommended) and a fair 
amount of dive gear. We were blessed 
with a flat, calm sea and were able to let 
the boat run at its maximum speed, 40 to 
45 mph. The ride was absolutely free of 
uncomfortable vibration despite the full 
load. We cut through the wakes of other 
boats to get the feel of light chop on the 
ocean: The Divemaster knifed through 
the waves nicely. Very little spray is 
thrown by the boat and as a result, little or 
no spray came into it. Expect some spray 
from this type of open boat, however, in 
seas much over one foot. There will be 
less spray if you run the boat at moderate 
speeds. 

When we reached our test destination, 
the variety of features built into this boat 
Started to really come in handy. There are 
two 10 x 12 x ¥2 inch Lexan viewing ports 
in the center of the boat. By simply open- 
ing ahatch in the deck you can look at the 
sea floor without getting wet. The Lexan 
is actually stronger than the hull of the 
boat and the chance of breakage is vir- 
tually nil. This feature will be especially 
appreciated by divers with friends or 
Spouses who do not dive, but would like 
to watch the action. Should you use your 








The Divemaster boat is perfect for 
small groups of divers. It has a , 
boarding ladder and stainless steel 
hand rails for those in the water. 
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boat for fishing as well as diving, the 
advantages of being able to see where 
and what you are fishing for are obvious. 

For your comfort and the comfort of 
those who stay aboard while you dive, 
the boat is equipped with a Bimini top 
that offers protection from the sun. Those 
who want to catch a few rays can move 
forward to one of the two large bow seats. 
These same seats can be raised to allow 
ample storage for dive and camera gear 
so the deck remains uncluttered. 

Just aft of the bow seats are the twin 
consoles, each with windshield and 
Stainless steel grab rail. The starboard 
console contains all the gauges and 
controls for the boat's operation. The 
twin, deluxe helm chairs swivel, and 
seat the boat's operator high enough that 
he can safely view the path of travel. 
These swivel far enough around to use 
while fishing. 7 

Immediately behind each helm chair i 
a teak tank rack. Each one holds four 
tanks, keeping them securely and safely 
in place. Immediately above and behind 
the tank racks are speargun and fishing 
rod racks. Each holds the guns and rods 
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securely underneath the gunnels (side 
rails). These features keep those poten- 
tially hazardous pieces of equipment 
from rolling around and being tripped 
over or stepped on. 

In the center of the boat, directly 
between the tank racks is an 80 quart ice 
cooler which doubles as a seat for two 
people. Since divers usually consume 
lots of refreshment during dive outings 
this cooler will get plenty of good use. At 
the stern of the Divemaster are two com- 
fortable jump seats. 

Boarding and getting into the water are 
made simple by the standard installation 
of a teak dive platform and two boarding 
ladders. One of the two ladders folds 
down far enough into the water to make it 
easy to climb without having to remove 
your tank first. However, there are two 
Stainless steel safety rails so you can 
hold onto the side of the boat while wait- 
ing to board. These make it fairly simple 
to slip out of the tank and have someone 
inside the boat haul your equipment over 
the side. These are excellent safety fea- 
tures as well and will be appreciated by 
dive instructors and small charter oper-

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he Competition Magnum is a spear- 

gun with proven performance — it’s 
been around for almost 20 years. De- 
signed by Joe B. LaMonica in the early 
1960's, it was produced and sold by 
AMF Swimaster until last year. At that 
time LaMonica formed his own com- 
pany, JBL Enterprises, Inc., and bought 
the AMF Swimaster line of spearguns, 
Knives and related items. One of the 
guns in the AMF line was, of course, the 
Competition Magnum. Often referred to 
by its catalog number, 4D45, it is a top 
quality competition gun. 


PURPOSE 

The ‘Competition Magnum is a 
medium-sized gun and like all 
well-thought-out products, it was de- 
signed with a specific purpose in mind. 
According to Ron Pavelka, national sales 
manager at JBL, that is to provide a 
powerful impact over a_ substantial 
range. The 4D45 possesses enough 
thrust to take an 80 pound white sea- 
bass at a distance of 15 feet and a fish 
the size of a 15 pound yellowtail nearly 
25 feet away. Like all spearguns, how- 
ever, the effective range is to the end of 
the shock line, in this case 12 feet. And, 
of course, the accuracy of your shot is a 
most important factor! 


_ DESIGN 


The 4D45 is a beautifully designed gun. 


with a number of features that make it a 
superior product. It can be described as 
a band-powered, top-loader. This means 
the shaft is propelled by rubber slings. 
The gun has an open muzzle — it is 
loaded by simply laying the spear shaft 
on top of the barrel, rather than by sliding 
it through closed guides. This makes the 
Competition Magnum much faster to 
load than many other guns. 

The three-eighths inch diameter shaft 
is 40 inches long and the length from the 
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The Competition Magnum has a large stainless steel trigger. The handgrip and extended 
stock are made of aluminum. The safety can be easily operated by the right thumb. 


end of the speartip to the butt end of the 
extension is 56 inches. Spearguns are 
usually measured by the shaft length, 
but for travel purposes it’s nice to know 
the overall dimensions. From the top of 
the handgrip to the bottom is 6.5 inches 
and it is beneficial to know that if the 
4D45 is too long for your gear bag, the 
gun can be broken down so that the 
longest section, the barrel, is only 32 
inches long. In fact, an excellent feature 
of the 4D45 is that the entire gun can be 
completely broken down and field re- 
paired with just a screwdriver. 

The speartip is a detachable, double 
barb design. the triangular shaped tip is 
made of high quality steel, called condi- 
tion B stainless. The tip should last a long 
time unless you target practice shooting 
at the reef! The spearhead press fits into 
a short section that threads onto the 
shaft. If a speared fish offers even the 
slightest fight, the detachable point will 
pull free of the shaft and the wing-like 
barvs will flare. The soearhead remains 
connected to the shaft via a strong, steel 
cable. The detachable point is a distinct 
advantage in larger guns as its use pre- 
vents a trophy-winning prize from bend- 
ing the shaft like a pretzel if the shot does 
not instantly kill it. The detachable design 
also keeps a bigger fish from tearing a 
large hole in its own body as might 
happen on a fixed point with a less than 
perfect shot. 

The shaft is propelled by two black 
rubber slings one-half inch in diameter 
and 24 inches long. The black slings, as 
opposed to amber slings, have lamp- 





black added to prolong their lives by 
providing ozone resistance. The slings 
attach to the shaft via two notches in the 
bottom of a correctly loaded shaft. 

Twelve inches from the forward point 
of the muzzle is a piece of metal called a 
sling retainer. This is a somewhat contro- 
versial piece. It allows faster loading and 
cocking because it holds the partially 
cocked slings in an easy to reach, out of 
the way location. But after firing, the 
Slings often hit the retainer, making an 
obvious noise that can alarm the 
intended target an instant before the 
shaft arrives. A rapidly reacting fish 
might avoid your shot when warned by 
the sound, but some spearfishermen 
maintain that all slings can be heard 
when fired and the added noise from the 
retainer makes no difference. If you pre- 
fer, the retainer can be removed. 

The trigger is large, easy to grab, and 
can be squeezed off, as opposed to an 
unsteady jerk. All internal trigger parts 
are rust-resistant stainless steel, while 
the handle and muzzle are painted, ano- 
dized aluminum. The barrel and exten- 
sion (butt stock) are 6061-T6 aluminum. 

The safety is located just above the 
trigger on the left hand side of the 
handle. It is easy to reach and can readily 
be released with your right thumb if you 
grip the handle with your right hand. The 
Up position prevents a pulled trigger from 
firing the shaft, while down prepares the 
shaft to be fired. The safety location is 
optimum because it is easy to find with 
your hand while keeping your eyes on

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strobe so it illuminates the subject's face. 


TWIN STROBES 

Two wide-beam strobes, mounted to 
the left and right of the camera on long 
arms, can be used to cover a wide-angle 
picture. But if one of these strobes is trig- 
gered by a slave sensor, you could have 
trouble. The light from the master strobe 
must reach the subject and reflect 
enough light back to the sensor so it trig- 
gers the slave. In bright, clear water, 
however, sunlight often overpowers the 
strobe light reflecting back to the sensor 
and the slave isn't triggered. 

The location of the sensor on the slave 
is extremely important. For best results, it 
should be shielded from the bright sur- 
face above, and should be aimed so it 
sees the light reflecting from the subject. 
Sensors mounted on the top or side of the 
Slave will be the most difficult to trigger. 
We prefer to have the sensor located at 
the front of the strobe so it will be aimed 
directly at the subject. 

If you have trouble triggering your 
Slave, try these techniques: 

1. Angle the strobes so that the edge of 
the beam of the master actually strikes 
the sensor of the slave, but without strik- 
ing the lens. This can be done when an 
assistant is holding the slave strobe out 
and away from your lens. 

2. When lighting with one strobe aimed 
down and the other up, make sure that 
you aim the slave down if there is a bright 
Surface above. 

3. With an Ikelite system, use the Ikelite 
T connector. This eliminates the need for 
the slave sensor and its problems 
because both strobes are triggered 
through sync cords. We use this method 
with our housed Nikon and wide-angle 
lens and twin Ikelite Substrobes. Before 
devising a T connector for use with 
strobes of different manufacturers how- 
ever, check with the manufacturers first. 
Sometimes one strobe will interfere with 
the triggering of the other. 


PHOTOGRAPHER AT WORK 

Photographing another U/W photog- 
rapher at work — with his or her strobe 
flashing — can produce a picture that 
shows strong action. And, for best 
results, try the following techniques: 

1. Although you may luck out with an 
unposed grab shot, the photographer at 
work should be posing for you and not 
trying to take pictures. 

2. Make sure your subject photog- 
rapher's strobe isn't too close to his or her 
presumed subject. If so, you run the risk 
of an overexposure. (Remember that the 
exposure is affected more by the strobe-

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to-subject distance, rather than your 
camera-to-subject distance.) This is a 
common problem because your ten- 
dency is to narrow the distance between 
the subject photographer and his pre- 
sumed subject to tighten the composi- 
tion of your picture. If the subject’s slave 
strobe has multiple power settings, the 
lower setting is often the best. 

3. Have the subject's slave angled so 
that you just partially see the reflector. If 
the subject's strobe is aimed toward your 
camera, the burst of light will form a 
large, overexposed area in the picture. 
And, the wider the beam of the slave, the 
greater the problem. While some U/W 
photographers have used this flare of 
light effectively, we believe that in most 
cases it distracts unreasonably from the 
main subject. 

4. lf both you and your subject are 
holding your strobes with the left hand, 
have your subject face from right to left in 
your picture. By doing so, the light from 
your strobe is more apt to strike the sen- 
sor of your subject’s slave, and to illumi- 
nate his/her face. Be careful, however, 
that your subject's slave doesn’t block 
the camera's view of the subject’s head. 
Also, be careful that the subject’s strobe 
isn't too close to your Camera as wide-an- 
gle perspective can make it appear too 
large in the picture. 

5. Anormal-beam slave is often easier 
to photograph than a wide-beam strobe 
because you can show more of the 
strobe’s reflector, but with less flare. If the 
slave can be set on automatic, setting it 
for a wider aperture than you will actually 
be using will reduce the light output of the 
slave. With an SR 2000 slave, a standard 


55 mm neutral density filter can be — 


placed over the reflector port. With the 
YS-50, a piece of paper or filter gel can 
be placed over the reflector when the 
strobe body is opened. And, with the 
Sunpak Marine 32, paper can be placed 
between the accessory diffuser and the 
reflector port. =

Care of the Easy Tote, in addition to 
that already mentioned, includes thor- 
ough rinsing in fresh water and complete 
drying before storage. After saltwater 
use, the dredge should be run for a few 
minutes with fresh water. 

An inner tube is easily punctured, so 
exercise caution when setting the 
dredge down on anything but open wa- 
ter. Watch out for branches and rocks 
which lie just below the water’s surface. 

The Easy Tote portable dredge is a 
sturdy, functional item. Its simple design 
and quality materials are the reason. It’s 
suitable for the weekend explorer or the 
professional gold dredger who needs a 
small unit to check out those remote 
spots. The dredge is priced at a reason- 
able $399, and comes with instructions 
for assembly and operation, plus a spark 
plug wrench. Kawasaki gives a limited 
six month warranty on the engine. and 
Keene gives a limited one year warranty 
on the rest of the machinery.

your fish. And, it is possible to release the 
Safety at just the last instant before firing 
— an excellent feature. 

When the butt is placed against your 
hip for cocking, the extended butt stock 
places the notches on the shaft far 
enough away from your body to be vis- 
ible. The stock also. provides a way to 
steady the gun with the left hand (your 
non-trigger hand) when aiming. 

The line release is mechanical, mean- 
ing the line and shock cord will fall free 
from the hook release when the trigger is 
pulled. Another of the Competition’s well- 
thought-out features is that the line is 
held flush against the barrel before the 
shaft is fired. The tight fit prevents the 
line from getting hooked on kelp or 
coral. The rubber shock cord allows you 
to stretch the line so it will fit tightly over 
the hook release and it also helps pre- 
vent a big fish from tearing itself apart if 
it makes a run after being shot.

An interview with Ralph D. Erickson, presi- 


dent of P.A.D.I. and training director of the 
|.P.1.T.C. in Chicago, Illinois. 


DR: What is the most interesting or exciting 
diving you are going to do in 1982? 

RDE: \'m taking a group of American divers for 
a DIVEMASTER course in Sweden. We'll dive 
off the western part of Sweden. 

DR: Sweden? Isn't the water terribly cold? 
RDE: No it isn’t. It’s much warmer than Lake 
Michigan for example. 

DR: But why did you pick Sweden? 

RDE: What makes it totally delightful is that the 
sea life is in minature. Picture being under 
water with everything a lot smaller than your 
used to. Star fish are about 1%’’ and cover 
entire walls. 

DR: What is the area like that you will be 
diving in? 

RDE: The dive area is composed of many small 
islands, shaped like loaves of bread. There are 
narrow canyons between the islands we will 
dive in. (that’s where the star fish are) 

DR: How deep will you be diving? 

RDE: Our deepest dives will be to 100 feet, 
although some areas are much deeper than 
that. 

DR: What is the visibilty at that depth? 

RDE: Visibility averages 100’ for the entire 
area. 

DR: The diving sounds great, but what will be 
available for non diving pleasure? 

RDE: The group will spend two nights and a 
day in beautiful Copenhagen and four or five 
days in Stockholm. Included will be a special 
tour in the VASA ship, a man of war that went 
down in 1528, and was recovered intact in 
1961. 

DR: Who can go on this trip? 

RDE: Divers should be at least PADI OPEN 
WATER certified. (Open water divers will 
receive a PADI ADVANCED OPEN WATER 
certification, PADI Advanced Open Water 
Divers would receive a DIVE-MASTER certifi- 
cation). Non divers can go, but would find the 
trip much more enjoyable if they were certified 
(so they can dive). This is an ideal spot for 
divers to take a vacation. 

DR: \s the trip filled yet? 

RDE: Not yet, the first fifteen to enroll will be 
accepted. 

DR: What else should any interested person 
know about the trip? 

RDE: We will offer some specialty courses 
such as Deep Diver, Night Diver, and Rescue 
Diver. The water is 56°. We will supply tanks 
and weights. The second language is English. 
And you know, Scandanavian women are 
some of the most beautiful in the world...

For beginners, Woodward conducts 
underwater photo classes every week.

On Tuesdays and 
Wednesdays he conducts a two day 
basic underwater photography course. 
Students receive personalized instruc- 
tion in camera and strobe handling, as 
well as a genuine appreciation for the 
reef creatures they photograph. 


DIVE SITES 


Over the past seven years, the dive- 
masters at Riding Rock have explored 
and charted more than 60 excellent dive 
sites. And, more are being discovered 
all the time. This comes as no surprise 
considering the fact that the island 
offers no less than 17 miles of superior 
drop-offs and coral reefs along the pro- 
tected western and southern sides. 

Today's lengthy list of Riding Rock 
dive sites can be basically divided into 
Classic dive spots which have been 
known for years and new dive sites 
which have been discovered in the last 
few months. The resort has a consider- 
able repertoire of old favorites which are 
almost legendary among traveling div- 
ers. These spots never seem to grow old 
or boring, as there is always.a new fish or 
fascinating invertebrate which was never 
noticed before. Telephone Pole is per- 
haps the best known and dived spot 
along the drop-off. It is a very distinctive 
crevice which cuts through the edge of 
the wall at a 45 degree angle and pro- 
vides a fascinating trail to the marine life 
below. Snapshot Reef is an underwater 
photographer's dream come true. This 
shallow water spot is a microcosm of reef 
creatures and tame fish in an area the 
size of a tennis court. The Frascate is a 
classic steel hulled ship which sank in 
1902 and now lies in 20 feet of water 
close to a drop-off. It is loaded with 
schooling fish and fascinating artifacts. 
Grouper Gulley is one of the busiest fish 
feeding stations to be found anywhere in 
the Bahamas. On the edge of a drop-off, 
this 40 foot deep reef is loaded with a 
dozen tame groupers that will take food 
right out of your hand. Shangri-la is one 
of the loveliest drop-offs, complete with a 
vertical wall of living coral, colorful tube 
sponges and tame groupers. 

In recent months, the divemasters 
have announced the discovery of sever- 
al new spots which will prove particularly 
fascinating for divers who are returning 
for their second, third and fourth visits. 
Sand Castles is a stunning vertical wall

stay on the Tropic Bird and | was quite 
impressed with the way she handled | 
them. There were numerous places to | 
get out of the wind and into a lee, so the | 
rough waters were a nuisance only in that | 
we had less than optimal visibility and 
that some prime areas were undivable. 

The premier dive spot of the area has 
to be the wreck of the Rhone, and this 
was accessible to us even in marginal 
weather. Driven onto the rocks at Salt | 
Island by a hurricane in 1867, the RMS | 
Rhonehas become one of the most pop- | 
ular wreck dives in the Caribbean owing | 
partially to the exposure generated by FF 
the movie The Deep, but mostly because | 
it really is a very special dive. 

The Rhone sits in three major sections 
on the ocean floor. The bow section is | 
probably the most dramatic because the | 
general shape of the ship is best pre- | 
served in this section. As you descend | 
the anchor line the general configuration | 
of a massive ship lying on her side | 
begins to emerge. The foremast and | 
crow's nest are visible from a distance, 
as are the bowsprit, hatches and ribs. 
Closer inspection reveals her true beau- 
ty. Schooling fish swarm within the artifi- 
cial reef generated by the bow section. | 
Masses of yellow cup corals encrust vast | 
sections of the interior. Colorful soonges | 
grow in profusion throughout the hull. | 
From wide-angle, through fish, through | 
macro subjects, the bow section is literal- 
ly thick with photographic potential. The 
only problem is that she sits in 80 feet of 
water and bottom time is somewhat 
limited. 

After a reasonable surface interval, 
additional dives can be made on the mid- | 
section and the stern. These areas have | 
their own personality. The mid-section |

Tropic Bird. Two dives which’ were 
unavailable to us owing to weather had 
been very highly recommended to me by 
friends who had been there. The Indians 
are a series of rocks sticking out of the 
water off Norman Island and apparently 
provide a very nice drop-off from 40 to 80 
feet, abundant marine life, and generally 
good visibility. The Baths are a concen- 
tration of massive granite boulders at Vir- 
gin Gorda which provide fascinating 
topography both above and below the

surface of the water. There are caverns 
with masses of schooling glass min- 
nows, interesting coral structures, gor- 
gonians and respectable concentrations 
of tropical fish. At least that’s what they 
tell us. 

Among the dive sites we were able to 
visit are the following: 

The Bight — Located at the Northwest 
end of Norman Island, this shelf of coral 
extends to the sand bottom at 60 feet. 
Here we Saw eagle rays, schooling Atlan- 
tic spadefish, black coral at 40 feet, 
juvenile tropicals and the huge feather- 
duster worms that characterize so many 
of the shallow reefs in the BVI's. 

Little Harbor — A beautiful anchor- 
age with lush, green island all around. 
Our diving was only fair. We took the 
inflatables to shore, did a little snorkeling 
and generally relaxed at this spot. 

Ginger Island — We dove the south 
side of Ginger Island which normally is 
exposed to the prevailing winds. Since 
we were in the unusual situation of expe- 
riencing the wind from the north, this pro- 
vided us alee. There are excellent stands 
of star coral in 40-50 feet, but not a great 
deal of encrusting sponge or soft corals. 
We made a night dive on the same reef 
and saw numerous lobster and several 
very large puffertish. 

Vanishing Rocks — This is one of the 
finest shallow reefs I’ve seen in the BVI's. 
There was lots of very healthy pillar coral 
and coral ledges full of tropical fish, 
including schools of reef butterflyfish as 
well as concentrations of squirrelfish and 
bigeyes. Again, there is lots of photo- 
graphic potential in this area and this is 
one dive | would like to do again some 
day.

The six Dutch islands in the Carib- 
bean, also known as the Netherlands 
Antilles, make up one of the most var- 
ied, cosmopolitan, surprising and fas- 
cinating conglomerates in the area. Geo- 
graphically they are divided into two 
separate clusters of three islands each: 
The Dutch Windwards (the three S's) of 
St. Maarten, St. Eustatius (Statia), and 
Saba are volcanic islands located east of 
the Virgin Islands. The Dutch Leewards 
(the ABC's) of Aruba, Bonaire, and Cura- 
cao are coral and limestone islands 
located a few miles off the coast of 
Venezuela. The ABC’s are so far south 
that they are out of the reach of the north- 
ern cold fronts and out of the hurricane 
zone. The weather is so stable and pre- 
dictable that no daily weather report is 

given in local newspapers. 

_ Having consistently good weather and 
magnificent underwater environment 
does not, however, ensure an island's 
place in sport diving’s hall of fame. It is 
probably because of Bonaire that Cura- 
cao is not as well known as a dive desti- 
nation. Bonaire’s greater development in 
dive operations and more natural protec- 
tion from the trade winds have simply 
overshadowed Curacao’s underwater 
attractions. But Curacao, and for that 
matter Aruba, have a dive environment 
that is in the top 20 percent of the 
Caribbean. 

Most of Curacao’s dive sites lie along 
the protected southern coast a very 
short distance from shore. Although it is 
usually more convenient to dive from a 
boat, over half of the 35 to 40 known dive 
sites can be reached from the shore- 
line; you can enter the water from sand 
beaches, gravel beds, or small piers 
along protected bays. The most inter- 
esting coral formations are found from 
shallow water to depths of 80 to 100 
feet. As in Bonaire, there is a lot of fring- 
ing coral within a stone’s throw of the 
shoreline, although there are no exten- 
sive fields of elkhorn hugging the shore. 
Visibility is usually 80 to 150 feet even 
close to the entrance to Willemstad Har- 
bor and St. Anna Bay, one of the busiest 
ports in the world. There is a wonderful 
array of fish and invetebrate life along the 
reefs and drop-offs. In fact, Curacao 
offers several underwater attractions and 
some splendid shipwrecks which are 
uniquely its own. 

A good place to start the underwater 
discovery of Curacao is at Blau (Blue) 
Bay drop-off a short distance west of the 
Hilton Hotel. This is an excellent wall 
dive with several notched plateaus 
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along the way (a_result of the changing 
level of the sea during the last great ice 


.age). The best entry here is from a dive 


boat which can be anchored in the lee 


of a high bluff and directly over the 


drop-off. The shallow reef is inside the 
drop-off and just beneath the limestone 
cliffs that surround the bay. This site is 
less protected from the trade winds than 
some of the others and the wave action 
and surge throw huge purple seafans to 
and fro in the shallows. The first plateau 
with its associated ledge and cavern 
system is found at a depth of only 15 
feet. On the underside of the ledges and 
overhangs is a kaleidoscope of color; 
the bright oranges, reds and yellows of 
encrusting sponges, delicate hydro- 


zoans and splendid cup corals. 
The wall is quite sheer, almost verti- 
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cal in spots, and all of the attractions of 
drop-off diving abound including yellow 
and purple tube sponges, layered cor- 
als and some huge black coral trees. 
Meandering through the natural forest 
are schools of yellowtail snapper, creole 
wrasse and blue chromis. Silvery barra- 
cuda, large African pompano and tiger 
grouper are not uncommon. Here, as 
throughout the ABC’s, shark sightings by 
divers are rare. 

Vaersenbai is one of the most enchant- 
ing dive spots along the leeward coast. 
Six miles west of the beach hotels and 
only 60 yards offshore this small, se- 
cluded cove is a lovely coral garden of 
isolated heads on a white sand bottom in 
20 feet of water. The bottom is literally 
carpeted with green and purple-tipped 
sea anemones. The visibility is generally

80 feet or better and it is possible to sit on 
the sand bottom in one area and count 
more than 30 anemones in a single view. 
Some of the anemones are more than two 
feet in diameter and practically every one 
harbors at least one or two commensal 
crabs or glassy shrimps. Look closely for 


~ asmaller species of anemone with a bril- 


llant orange underside. It is perfect for 
macrotube photography. There is also a 
remarkable number and variety of 
plume, featherduster, Christmas tree, 
and other tube worms attached to small 
stony corals. 

On the seaward side of the reef there 
is a 45 to 60 degree slope to a depth of 
150 feet — a dazzling display of shapes 
and colors with layered star corals, 
slender seawhips, spiraling wire coral 
and many long, purple tube sponges 
and huge, orange pillow sponges. The 
Slope is animated with flitting angelfish, 
blue tangs, parrotfish, grunts and group- 
ers. Some of the most notable reef fish 


are the black durgon, the royal gramma 
and the lizardfish.

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CURACAO 


Perhaps the most impressive dive 
site, and one that is special to Curacao, 
is a dramatic shipwreck that lies outside 
the mouth of Willemstad Harbor and St. 
Anna Bay just east of the Holiday Beach 
Hotel. The Superior Producer is a 200 
foot steel-hulled island freighter which 
sank in a relatively heavy sea in October 
1977. The ship was headed from Cura- 
cao to Venezuela with a cargo of Christ- 
mas merchandise including clothing, 
luggage, wallets, perfume and _ liquor, 
when she listed slowly to starboard, took 
on water and sank a short distance out 
of port. For weeks local boaters picked 
up merchandise that floated to the sur- 
face, although the Dutch Coast Guard 
posted a ship over the main wreck to pre- 
vent any major unauthorized salvage. 

Today the Superior Producer is a stun- 
ning sight to behold as the visibility in the 
area is normally excellent. On four differ- 
ent dives we had no less than 125 feet of 
visibility on the wreck. On occasion it is 
possible to see the wreck from bow to 
stern in a single view. The ship is sitting 
absolutely upright in 100 feet of water on 
a flat, sandy bottom at the base of a 
coral slope. The hull is completely intact 
and the main mast, complete with rigging 
and crossbeams, rises straight up to 
within 25 feet of the surface. A forward 
masthead is broken at the base and 
hangs out over the rail at the starboard 
bow. Although not yet covered with 
growth, there are small corals and 
sponges decorating the masts, the 
decks and the railings, and a few small 
black coral shrubs are growing from the 
hull. All of the ship’s cargo holds, 
hatches, companionways and quarters 
are open for exploration and there are 
hundreds of broken whiskey bottles scat- 
tered across the stern deck. The only 
minor disappointment is the missing pro- 
peller and shaft on the outside of the hull. 
The Producer is Curacao’s must see dive 
site and a shipwreck that rates visually 
with the best in the Caribbean. 

Other interesting dive sites that are 
standard fare for visiting divers include 
an artificial reef known as Bus Stop which 
is made up of 100 junk cars and several 
old buses, and the wreck of a small tug- 
boat in shallow water that makes an 
excellent night dive. For the dozens of 
known dive sites there are 100 new 
ones to explore all along the calmer 
southwestern coast. Curacao has plenty 
of underwater appeal and a handful of 
savvy operators who can introduce you 
to the sights. 

It should be noted, however, that while 
the equipment and services available are 
safe and adequate, diving operations in 
Curacao cannot yet be compared to 








neighboring Bonaire. A little patience is a 
small price to pay for new adventure and 
personal discovery. 

The greatest topside attractions in 
Curacao are the five square blocks of 
duty free shops in Willemstad on the east 
side of the channel entrance to St. Anna 
Bay. Within this space, known as the 
Punda, all the world’s great bounty is 
available at bargain prices. There are 
cashmere sweaters from Scotland; Ma- 
deira linens; Wedgewood china; hand- 
bags from Argentina, England, Spain 
and Italy; French and Italian sport coats 
and slacks; Hummel figurines; delicate 
crystals; Dior dresses; skirts from Guate- 
mala; imported perfumes; and all makes 
of watches, jewelry, leather goods, cam- 
eras and stereo equipment. 

In addition to being one of the most 
tantalizing shopping centers in the. world, 
it is also one of the prettiest with multi- 
gabled, multi-colored narrow buildings 
— the old Amsterdam of the Caribbean. 
As the story goes, an early magistrate 
complained that whitewashed houses 
hurt his eyes in the bright sun and a 
proclamation was issued to paint the city 
in rainbow colors — probably a tall tale at 
best, but as good an explanation as 
you're likely to find. 

To get from the Punda side of Willem- 
stad to the Otrabanda (literally the other 
side), you walk across the unusual 
Queen Emma.pontoon bridge. Be a tour- 
ist for a short while and watch it open to 
allow acruise ship or freighter to enter the 
harbor. It swings open from the Otraban- 
da end dozens of times a day at the 
sound of a siren. There is a new bridge 
above the harbor which has diverted 
much of the automobile traffic from the 
shopping area. 

It is somewhat sad that the shopping 
and dining in Willemstad command so 
much attention, for the rest of Curacao 
has its own very special flavor. Almost as 
soon as you leave the city you're in a 
strange and barren desert-dry country- 
side known as the Cunucu. It is a rugged, 
challenging landscape of three-pronged 
cactus, spiny-leaved aloes, poinciana 
and the unusual divi-divi trees bent into 
grotesque shapes by the prevailing 
trade winds. Every few miles or so you 
will come upon brightly colored houses 
with sloping roofs and walled terraces on 
the top of a hill. These plantation houses, 
the Caribbean equivalent to the manor 
houses of Europe, have been restored 
and converted into private homes, mu- 
seums or restaurants. A plantation house 
that | explored between: Santa Cruz and 
West Bay had the dates 1630-1939 
sculptured above the main door. 

The Cunucu rises in the northwest near 
Mount St. Christofel at 1215 feet, and 
runs down to the sea in limestone and 
coral cliffs interspersed with bays and 
beaches. Curacao is not surrounded with 
great beaches but there are some beau- 
ties along this western end of the island. 
These include Santa Cruz Bay with its

41-30118. Raymond Zimerman died in 
the crash and the plane became his 
grave. Lieutenant Colonel Williston Cox 
was sent to Rabaul and survived the 
war, but little is known of the exact fate of 
the other crew members, although two 
were later identified by dental records 
and remains found in graves in Madang. 

The plane lost its port engine before 
coming to rest on the reef but is otherwise 
in one piece. The wings and tail are still 
firmly attached and laden now with coral 
gardens as they jut out into the blue 
water. It may be in its grave, but to a 
diver, it lives! Nature’s miracle has trans- 
formed this fallen warrior into a wondrous 
spectacle. Seafans and scarlet sea- 
whips decorate the Mitchell, while tech- 
nicolor sponges and delicate soft corals 
have long since healed the scars of 
battle. Damsels, butterflies, coral cod, 
trumpetfish and dozens of others have 
made the wreck their home, presenting 
an astounding and vital display of har- 
mony and beauty. On one dive | tried to 
count the different species but gave up 
after topping 200. 

The combination of the tragic circum- 
stances of the wreck and the profusion 
and glory of the marine life made my 
first dive an emotional experience. | 
could understand Dave’s excitement 
when he told me of his discovery just a 
few hours before. Incredibly, within two 
weeks, unknown divers. had ripped out 
two of its 13 guns, desecrating its pre- 
vious integrity. From my anger on seeing 
this | knew what started wars! There is a 
saying among divers that if you find 
something in your yard it is junk but if you 
find the same thing underwater it is 
treasure. Ironically, unless pillaging div- 
ers are experienced, they do not realize 
that by bringing a souvenir to the surface 
they are usually guaranteeing its de- 
struction because it corrodes rapidly on 
contact with air. 7 

Fortunately, the government of Papua 
New Guinea has realized the historical 
value of its underwater heritage and has 
declared a moratorium on all collection, 
removal and export of war relics. 

Since the discovery of the Mitchell, 
another intact bomber has been discov- 
ered near the nation’s capital of Port 
Moresby. This one turned out to be a 
Boston Havoc and is also. in excellent 
condition, having been ditched after its 
port engine took a direct hit. Doubtless 
there are many more planes and ships 
from the war unseen in Papua New 
Guinea’s underwater paradise.

specially shaped curve. Initially, a point 
far out on the lever is in contact with the 
diaphragm, giving the lever greater 
mechanical advantage, and reducing 
the cracking effort (i.e. the effort needed 
to open the valve initially). As air starts to 
flow, the venturi effect begins to take 
place, the diaphragm is sucked in furth- 
er, and the lever’s contact point moves 
in, decreasing the mechanical advan- 
tage and making the valve less sensitive 
to diaphragm movement (in order to pre- 
vent the venturi effect from getting too 
carried away). 


PERFORMANCE 

Admittedly, the design features sound 
good. But how does the Magnum’s per- 
formance stack up in actual use? Unfor- 
tunately, the Magnum was scheduled to 
be tested by the U.S. Navy Experimental 
Diving Unit after this article had to be 
submitted. | anxiously await the results. If 
my own evaluation is any indication, how- 
ever, the Magnum should do pretty well. 

In the water, | experienced no unusual 
free flow problems with the Magnum. It 
only seemed to free flow when the sec- 
ond stage was full of air and the mouth- 
piece turned up — then it would flow, 
continuously, but not violently. Turning 
the mouthpiece down stopped the air 
flow. In other positions, whether full of 
air or flooded with water, the second 
stage did not exhibit any free flowing. 

Breathing from the Magnum required 
very little effort. In the head-up position 
(i.e., looking horizontally), inhalation re- 
sistance was relatively low, and seemed 
to get even lower when looking down. No 
noticeable change occurred in the resis- 
tance when | rotated my head 90 de- 
grees to the right or left, nor when | 
moved into the head-down (standing on 
my head) position. In this last position, 
no water entered the second stage. 
Even on my back, looking up, no water 
entered, although inhalation did get a 
little harder. From dainty sipping to ex- 
cessive inhalation, relatively little effort 
was needed. Similarly, exhalation resis- 
tance was reasonably low throughout 
the range from light to very heavy ex- 
halations. Some, but not much, resis- 
tance was felt in the normal, head-up 
position. And, this did not change sig- 
nificantly in the face down position, 
when | turned my head. right or left, nor 
while | was standing on my head. Ex- 
halation, however, did become easier 
when | was on my back, looking up. 
During the evaluation, no strange be- 
havior nor idiosyncrasies were ob- 
served. The Magnum performed well, 
with no problems.

hen you look at this product your 
first reaction is likely to be, “What a 
neat idea!” and your second, “Why 
didn't someone think of this years 
ago?’ It's a simple device, designed to 
protect the one piece of equipment that 
lasts the longest, gets the least care and 
takes the most abuse — your scuba 
tank. Tanks are built to last and take 
rough treatment, of course, but they are 
not immune to dings and scratches. 
Steel tanks can even rust on the out- 
side, even if they are epoxy coated (and 
especially if chunks of the coating have 
been scratched off). If you want to keep 
your tank looking like new you'll appre- 
ciate Scuba Systems tank bag. 
Designed to protect your tank, the 








bag also provides a handy way to carry 
it. Cylindrical in shape, it has a full 
length, heavy-duty YKK nylon zipper, a 
pair of nylon webbing handles and an 
adjustable, padded, nylon webbing 
shoulder strap, with nickle finished D- 
rings and snap hooks. At the top of the 
zipper there are mating Velcro strips 
that close the bag neatly. The carrying 
handles are held together with a piece 
of material that wraps around them and 
has Velcro strips for closure. The shoul- 
der strap pad can be removed or repo- 
sitioned easily because of its Velcro 
closures. 

Getting the tank into the bag can be 
quite a production unless you use the 
following method: Unzip the bag and lay 
it on the floor, zipper side up. Holding 
the tank by its valve, roll it onto the open 
bag; slide the bottom of the tank into the 
bottom of the bag; pull the zipper up: 
press the Velcro strips together. 











The bag fits either a 72 or 80 cubic 
foot tank; but if the 80 has a boot on it 
youll have to remove it, otherwise the 
zipper Cannot close. 

The inside of the bag has a water- 
proof coating. If you put a wet tank in it 
the dampness will not soak through and 
soak you while you're carrying it. Three 


brass grommets on the bottom of the 
bag allow water to drain. 

A year-old subsidiary of a company in 
St. Louis, Missouri, Scuba Systems also 
makes nine other bags. There are basic 
gear bags, mask and regulator bags, 
and a garment bag, as well as a wallet 
and baseball hat. All of these products 
are made to military specifications and 
are top quality. Scuba Systems guaran- 
tees its products will be free of defects in 
material and workmanship for as long as 
they are owned by their original pur- 
chasers. When you examine the tank 
Oag carefully, you can see why the com- 
pany can make such a unique promise: 
The bag looks as if it will last forever. All 
seams are double stitched (stress areas 
are triple stitched) with nylon upholstery 
thread. The 11 ounce DuPont Cordura is 
stronger and more durable than vinyl or 
cotton duck, according to the com- 
pany. Cordura looks like canvas but has 
the lighter weight and superior strength 
of nylon. Nylon webbing reinforces the 
bag at strategic places. 

All of Scuba Systems’ products are 
available in black only. Raymond 
Kohout, Scuba Systems’ national sales 
manager, says this is because a Survey 
showed that dealers were tired of selling 
varied colored bags; they wanted bags 
in one basic color. 

ltems made of Cordura are easy to 
care for — simply rinse with fresh water 
and let dry. The material does not fade 
or get stiff and it is incredibly sturdy.

Minoru Yamada and Masashi Takaha- 
shi of the Japan Marine Science and 
Technology Center have perfected the 
art of blowing bubble rings underwater.

where pure white sand comes right to the 
lip of the drop-off before cascading over 
the edge. Visibility is crystal clear and 
this drop-off is loaded with all types of 
coral and macro creatures. A real sur- 
prise is the discovery of Cockburn Town 
Pier as a lively spot for night dives. This 
spot can be dived right from the beach 
and visitors are likely to encounter many 
bizarre night creatures such as octopus, 
rock lobsters and stingrays. Another 
recent find is Cable Crossing, a tightly 
packed coral ridge and drop-off in the 
vicinity of the island’s communication 
cable. This spot is loaded with all types of 
marine life. The divemasters have recent- 
ly discovered a vast underwater cave 
complex in the center of Gardner’s Reef. 
As yet, the location has not been named.

ANOTHER ISSUE 

Cheryl Knudsen asks about diving with 
diabetes that requires daily insulin injec- 
tions. Our answer at present and after 
several long discussions with other phy- 
sicians involved in diving is a blanket no. 
Although there are known effects of 
oressure on glucose or insulin action at 
scuba diving depths, our concern is the 
risk of hypoglycemia underwater and 
the strong possibility of you and your 
dive buddy both drowning. We would 
like to hear from some knowledgeable 
diabetes specialists who are divers on 
whether we can make exceptions and 
how to select and treat diabetic divers to 
guarantee against an underwater
